Rumsfeld Thursday came about as 


closd as he gets these days to jetting 
back to his old 13th Congressional Dis- 
trict, where he began his trek to the In- 
ner circles of power In the White House.

He visited Chicago to keep a speaking 


engagement before the Illinois Manufac- 
turers' Assn., one which he said was 


made months before he was recalled to 
the White House from his NATO post — 
"back when my life was calm." 


ALTHOUGH SPOKEN of as one of 


Gerald Ford's closest advisers, Rumsfeld 
told an informal gathering of reporters 
that he had attempted to divorce himself 
from "substantive issues" in White House 
policy, acting more as > personal aide to 
the President. 


He did, however, reveal a couple of 


high-level decisions on current matters: 


• White House policies on nominations 


win be redesigned in light of the with- 
drawal of the name of Andrew Gibson as 
commissioner of the Federal Energy 
Commission. 


• Wednesday's attack on nationalists 


by the U.S. Embassy in Tokyo would not 
disrupt the President's visit' b Japan, 
scheduled to begin Sunday. 


Rumsfeld consistently plays down his 


Importance In the President's retinue. 
Asked if his title was "special assistant 
to the President," he smiled wearily, 
"Just assistant to the President. There's • 
nothing special about me," 


BUT WHEN ASKED if he aspired to a 


cabinet post, he rapped In a tone of half- 
amusement, half-anger, "I AM a mem- 
ber of the cabinet." 


At 42,Rumsfeld is clearly recognizable 


as the crew-cut, readily smiling former 
Navy lieutenant first elected in 1962 for 
congressman from the North Shore and 
Northwest suburbs. A pair of steel-rim- 


med spectacles, a grayness of fatigue 
around the eyes, a noticeable loss of 
weight, all testify, however, to the strain 
of his job as White House chief of staff in 
the borning days of the Ford admlmV 
tration. 


It was a job he resisted. 
"I was happy doing what I was doing 


(as ambassador to NATO). The Atlantic 
Alliance is a very important thing and I • 
enjoyed working to keep it viable." 


Besides, he added, "It's good to get out 


of Washington once In awhile." 


WHAT. THEN CHANGED his mind 


about taking over the White House Job be 
didn't want? "The President of the 
United States changed my mind. He said

upset with tow student scores on stan- 
dardized tests questioned members of 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dlst. 21 
Board of Education Thursday night. 


The parents wanted to know why stu- 


dents are getting only average scores on 
nationwide tests in a community with 
above-average Income, educational lev- 
els and educational resources. 


"I think there 's a folium some place 


when we come out with average scores— 
when you figure all the 'above average' 
we're pulling Into the district," said Su- 
san Rose, a board member who agreed 
with the parents. 


According to scores on tests taken last 


spring by Dlst 21 students, the majority 
of students fall near the 50th pcrcentlle, 
which Is considered the average level na- 
tionwide.

Strengths and weaknesses can be 
identified through the list and teachers 
can work to help students improve their 
skills. 


Before the meeting, one woman said 


she came to understand how her son 
could g"t a satisfactory grade in reading 
but onl> rank in the second percentlle in 
reading skills on the Iowa test, a stan- 
dardized test used by Dlst. 21. 


She criticized the district's grading 


system because grades do not compare 
students with the rest of their class. 
Grades are given on the basis of the stu- 
dent's Individual performance, not his 
performance in comparison with other 
students. 


The woman, who refused to Identify 


herself, said teachers are reluctnat to 
compare students, which makes It diffi- 
cult for parents to know where they can 
help. 


Another woman, who also refused to 


Identify herself, said before the meeting 
that she wanted to know which subject 
areas that Dlst 21 students are having 
trouble with and what the district Is 
doing to help. Others questioned the va- 
lidity of the standardized tests in mea- 
suring student skills.

Wheeling resident Bobbie Richardson 


has been knocking on the doors of village 
officials for more than a year, but no one 
seems to respond, he said. In an attempt 
to get an answer, Richardson has filed a 
$50,000 lawsuit. 


Richardson originally filed a lawsuit 


for $20,000 but upped it to $50,000 for al- 
leged damages he contends were In- 
flicted on his property during a munici- 
pal construction project. 


Richardson's attorney, Bryon P. Fine- 


gan, said Thursday that Village Mgr. 
George Passolt also has been named in 
the suit individually and as the overseer 
of village affairs. 


Richardson filed the suit this week be- 


cause the village allegedly ignored his 
complaints to correct damages at his 
residence, 1200 E. Lee St. 


THE HOME, adjacent to the Husky 


Park retention basin, has been damaged 
several times In the past 18 months, 
Richardson said. Until a week ago the 
v i l l a g e was making Improvements 
around the basin, including the paving of 
a cul-de-sac by the Richardson home. 


The suit charges that village officials 


"knowingly, willfully, wantonly and ar- 
rogantly violated the personal and prop- 
erty rights of the plaintiff." 


Richardson said he had asked village 


officials several times to correct dam- 
ages, and with his attorney bad met per- 
sonally with Passolt. 


"Nothing was ever done," Richardson 


said. 


The suit also Includes specific charges 


of: 


• Driving heavy traffic and heavy con- 


struction equipment through property, 
causing deep ruts and holes. 


• Installing an illegal gas main on the 


Richardson property which would create 
hardship if the owner should sell or sub- 
divide the lot. 


• Preventing Richardson from enter- 


ing and leaving his driveway. The curb

Nl-Gas increase to cost 
you $1.90 a month more 


The Illinois Commerce Commission 


Thursday granted Northern Ulinois 
Gas Co. a $82.8 million rate Increase, 
which will cost the average residen- 
tial customer $1.90 more a month. 


Nl-Gas, which serves 1.2 million 


customers hi the northern third of Il- 
linois, had asked for a $73.4 million 
Increase, or 15.1 per cent 


The ICC granted NI-Gat the full 


rate increase sought for commercial 
and industrial customers — $38.8 mil- 
lion — but cut the amount asked for 
residential customers and schools 
from $38.3 million to $25.7 million. 


The rate Increases will become ef- 


fective within a few days. 


More than 90 per cent of Nl-Gas 


customers are residential gas users. 
The company does not serve the city 
of Chicago or some North Shore sub- 
urbs. 


Nl-Gas asked for the increase-last 


December, and the ICO held 11 
months of hearings on the request 
before granting the hike. Nl-Gas said 
the Increase is .the first general rate 
hike in the company's 20-year his- 
tory. 
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School records go public Wednesday 


Some officials believe students will suffer in long run

Parents across the nation will be able 


to walk into their local school office and 
Inspect their child's school record after a 
new federal law takes effect Wednesday. 


Northwest suburban school files have 


been open to parents for years in keeping 
with a ruling of the Illinois Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. 


But some school officials are afraid the 


new law may tie the hands of teachers 
and counselors who make comments in 
the records. They may become even 
more selective of the information they 
keep on students and information which 
could be used to help a student will no 
longer be recorded. 


THE NEW LAW, which gives parents 


and students older than 18 the right to 
inspect records and request a hearing to 
challenge the contents of the records, 
was passed by Congress and signed into 


law by President Gerald Ford last Au- 
gust. Schools that don't comply could 
lose federal funds. 


"We're looking at it very closely," said 


William Sullivan, executive director of 
the Illinois Principals Assn. He said he 
has heard that some states are advising 
school officials to go through student 
files and weed out information that could 
be objectionable. Sullivan finds that ad- 
vice "unfortunate." 


The file is designed to help students, 


said Sullivan. "Why keep a cumulative 
file If It doesn't include everything? If it 
is important enough to put in there in the 
first place it shouldn't be taken out" 


"I feel the majority of the school dis- 


tricts have done a good job of maintain- 
ing thvschool records over the years," 
said William Peterson, director of the Il- 
linois Assn. of School Boards. 


PETERSON HAS A suggestion that 


mgg^-yf>jy«»!K.CTUr- 


may protect school districts and still in- 
clude helpful Information in school 
records. If a school finds it beneficial to 
the students to make "subjective judg- 
ments" about family life, It should ask 
parents to sign reports containing the In- 
formation, he said. For instance, if the 
father is an alcoholic and it affects the 
student's work in school, the school 
should ask the parents' consent before 
placing that information in the student's 
file. 


Potential libel suits against teachers 


are "one of my real concerns" about the 
new law, said Curtiss Plott, executive - 
secretary of the Ulinois Education Assn. 
Comments made in student files could be 
taken out of context and used by a par- 
ent who has "an axejo grind with a par- 
ticular teacher or counselor," be said.., 


Teachers "shouldn't be writing any-

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Bakalis bows out of 'dirty' 
race for state school chief 


State School Supt. Michael J. Bakalis 


has withdrawn from the race to become 
the state's first appointed school superin- 
tendent, saving the new Illinois Board of 
Education "has developed no philosoph- 
ical positions on major'educational is- 
sues and could give me no assurance 
that programs I deeply believe in would 
be continued." 


Bakalis, in a Springfield press confer- 


ence Thursday which concluded a hectic 
day of interviews and deliberation by the 
state board, said the board's search for a 
superintendent "has gotten to be a dirty 
one in the past weeks." 


Bakalis also acknowledged that some 


members of the board did not want to 
appoint him to the state job because he 
was elected to the post as a Democrat in 
1970. 


Bakalis' withdrawal from competition 


means that the state board apparently 
'has two active candidates for the post — 
Joseph Cronln, secretary' of educational 
affairs for Massachusetts, and Carl Can- 
doll, superintendent 
of the Lansing, 


Mich, .public schools. 


AS THE STATE board adjourned late 


Thursday, shortly before Bakalis' press 
conference, board chairman Jack Wit- 
kowsky said the board would continue 
"negotiations" with the two remaining 
candidates. However, Wltkowsky left the 
door open to the possibility that the 
board may accept more applications for 
the job. 


"Anything could happen now," said 


one person close to the proceedings of 
the day, following Bakalis's withdrawal. 


The state board will take over the 


functions of Bakalis's office in January 
under terms of the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution, and the new superintendent will 
bo responsible to the board. Bakalis will 
be the last elected superintendent under 
the new Constitution. 


Bakalis denied that he was withdraw- 


ing his name from consideration because 
he felt the board would not name him to 
the post. Instead, he said he was getting 
the impression that the board wanted the 
new superintendent to be an', "internal 
manager" and that be envisions himself 
as "an activist, educator and political 
figure." 


BAKALIS DECLINED comment about 
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his future plans, saying he would make 
an announcement in January. Educators 
throughout the state have speculated that 
Bakalk, might be named chancellor of 
Northern Illinois University if he did not 
get the state job. He taught at NIU be- 
fore his 1970 election. 


In explaining his charge that the 


search process has become 'dirty," Bak- 
alis said there has been a "clear at- 
tempt" to spread derogatory stories 
. about him. 


He specifically cited a charge that he 


had tried to help one state board mem- 
ber, Mercedler Goodwin, to find a job 
after she resigned her school principal 
job to take a seat on the board. Mrs. 
Goodwin, a known supporter of Bakalis 
for the state job, was forced to resign as 
principal because the law creating the 
state board does not allow working 
educators to serve as board members. 


EARLIER THURSDAY, Mrs. Goodwin 


had told reporters she felt the story 
about her job seeking had been spread 
by board members who were upset be- 
cause she had challenged some possible 
candidates because of their poor track 
record in working with blacks and minor- 
ity groups. 


At that time, Mrs. Goodwin said she 


had even had her phone checked for a 
possible wiretap because of the "gutter 
politics" and pressure that was going on 
during the search for a,state superin- 
tendent. 


There is some question about the stat- 


us of one of the two remaining candi- 
dates for the job, Lansing superintendent

Rumsfeld also made It clear that he is 


a staunch defender of his new boss in the 
White House. Vigorously pointing out that 
Ford had little time to prepare for the 
presidency, he listed what he considered 
Ford's early accomplishments: sorting 
through hundreds of legislative bills pre- 
sented for his signature; taking over 
questions of foreign policy; convening 
"an open, candid economic summit con- 
ference1'; issuing a 31-polnt proposal on 
the recommendations of that conference; 
organizing a new White House staff. 


"All of this within 96 days, having bad 


about 48 hours' notice that he was going 
to* bo President — when his wife was se- 
riously ill! Not bad."

Even higher food prices on horizon 


From United Press International 


Americans were wanted Thursday to 


brace themselves for even higher prices 
on food and goods, more unemployment 
and further erosion of wages because of 
inflation. 


And President Ford for the first time, 


in his own words, described the economic 
situation as a recession. 


In Las Vegas, Nev., Ford told realtors 


the nation's economic ills would be cured 
and called upon the American people to 
sacrifice for the national good. 


Ford told the convention of the Nation- 


al Association of Realtors that to combat 
inflation and recession he had ordered 
$300 million In federal aid to help finance 
mortgages on existing houses. The mon- 
ey will come from $3 billion previously 
earmarked only for aiding the financing 
of new houses. 


The President said he will ask Con- 


gress to aid tho recession-hit housing in- 
dustry by enacting proposals for financ- 
ing not only for single-family houses but 
for condominiums and rental housing. 
Further, he said ho Is asking Congress to 
make it easier to get mortgages by let- 
ting banks and thrift institutions "com- 


• pete more effectively during periods of 
high interest rates." 


In Phoenix, last night, Ford said the 


economy has turned the corner in the 
fight against inflation and predicted that 
while the recession will worsen, the na- 
tion faces nothing like the Great Depres- 
sion of the 1930s.' 


Surveys have shown that many Ameri- 


cans fear that the nation is headed for 
another depression, but Ford said the 
worry is needless because of "excellent 
safeguards" built into the economy that 
did not exist in the 1930?. 


Meantime, newly released government 


and industrial indicators showed the na- 
tion was slipping deeper into the un- 
precedented economic paradox of soar- 
ing inflation and severe recession at tho 
same time. 


The Labor Department said the whole- 


sale price index rose 2.3 per cent last 
month, signaling higher consumer prices 
in the weeks ahead. The Increase Is sig- 
nificantly higher than the modest 0.1 in- 
crease in October, which led to hopes in- 
flation was lessening. 


Leading the rise in October were 


prices for a number of food items, push- 
big to 58.4 per cent the increase on an 
annual basis. Wholesale prices last 
month were 70 per cent higher than in 
the base year of 1967. 


Tho Commerce Department said in- 


creases in wages, salaries and other 
forms of Income slowed hi October to 0.7 
per cent, about half the monthly rise in 
consumer prices. 


At tho same time, the department said 


manufacturing and trade inventories 


rose hi September to $4.5 billion from 
$4.4 billion in August, indicating that pro- 
duction-continues to outstrip sales and 
that businesses had not yet begun whole- 
sale retrenchment Retail sales fell 1 per 
cent

Congress should 'fish or 
cut bait' on Rocky: Ford 


PHOENIX (UP!) — President Ford 


said Thursday it is time for Congress to 
"fish or cut bait" on Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler's nomination as vice president, and 
urged a new law or constitutional amend- 
ment to speed up vice presidential con- 
firmations. 


In a speech and questioning session at 


the convention of the Society of Profes- 
sional Journallsts-Slgma Delta Chi, Ford 
declared that Congress should act now on 
Rockefeller's nomination. 
The President also declared that Chair- 


man George Brown of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff should not be fired for having made 
"one mistake" in commenting on the ex- 
tent of Jewish influence in the United 
States. 


He also reiterated his belief that he 


was right in pardoning former President 
Nixon when he did, and granting amnes- 
ty to draft evaders. 


On the Rockefeller issue, Ford sug- 


gested that Congress have a deadline set 


hi which to confirm a vice president. He 
added: "I am as convinced as ever that 
Gov. Rockefeller Is the right man for the 
job, and I am anxious to have him as a 
working partner in the government" 


In Washington, the nomination hear- 


ings continued Thursday as Senate GOP 
Whip Robert P. Griffin accused Demo- 
crats of "dilly-dallying" on the con- 
firmation because they fear Rockefeller 
would be "too good a vice president." 


Former Supreme Court Justice Arthur 


J Goldberg indicated Thursday he was 
not satisfied with Rockefeller's ex- 
planation of his role in publishing an 
anti-Goldberg book. But be said at was up 
to Congress, not himself, to pass judg- 
ment on Rockefeller's qualifications to 
be vice president. 


Goldberg said he was concerned about 


the book's "concealed source, inspiration 
and financing," adding that the incident 
should be judged both by the new Water- 
gate morality and by "traditional moral- 
ity."

Outgoing Federal Energy Adminis- 


trator John C. Sawhill said Thursday he 
was "delighted" the Ford Administration 
was Interested in raising the federal gas- 
oline tax.

propose a large gasoline tax increase. 
"I've to say we are not considering a gas 
tax," he said, adding, "I hope that word 
is transferred to my good friend the Sec- 
retary of the Interior."

The moat spectacular recent example 


of vandalism wee the June 8 firebombing 
of the Wheeling High School library 
wttcb caused an estimated $310,000 to 
1300.000 damage. In addition, Wheeling. 
Buffalo Grove School Dial. 21 officials 
say .schools have raftered more than 
I17.0JIO damage In the peat nine months. 


Vandalism hits the homeowner in the 


pocket Just ae hard when taxes must be 
und to repair damage to schools, parks 
and village propeity as when broken win* 
dews* in homes and damaged lawns and 
mailboxes have to be fixed. 


BUFFALO GROVE Police Chief Harry 


J. Walsh laid most of the blame for van- 
dalism to a lack of respect for property. 


"People no longer have any more re- 


spect for other people's property," he 
said, adding that such respect usually is 
learned In the home. 


"If they haven't learned respect for 


property in the home, they probably 
won't learn it in school," Walsh said. He 
said police took elides of damage at 
School Dial. 96 and then presented the 
slides and a lecture to students at school 
assemblies. 


The figures show vandalism is up in 


Buffalo Grove. Walsh-said 65 cases were 
repotted in October this year while only 
27 were reported last October. The total 
for the year stands at 393, well over one 
incident a day, he said. 


Figures were not available from the 


Wheeling Police Dept, but U. Thomas 
Conte said, "Yes, vandalism is a prob- 
lem. It is a growing problem." 


CONTE AGREED with Walsh that the 


solution to the vandalism problem* with 
the best hope for success is training at 
home. He said K would help even if par- 
ents "became more aware of where their 
children were at night." 
"There isnt a hell of a lot you can do 


to combat it (vandalism), to knock it 
down," Conte said, referring to the police 
department's problem of trying to cut 
down vandabtm. 


Walsh said police are aiming for more 


visible patrol. Making the police pres- 
ence known might cut down some van- 
dalism, Walsh said, but a lot of the van- 


dalism happens inside schools where 
there is no police patrol. 


Conte said vandalism could be the re- 


sult of boredom, hyperactlvity or even 
revenge. 


"Psychologists have been pondering 


for eons and have not come up with any 
pat answers," be said. "I think a lot of it 
will go back to parental attitudes but not 
in all oases."

The stigma attached to state mental 


Institutions may be the reason for the 
low number of admissions to Elgin State 
Hospital from the Northwest suburbs, a 
hospital official has said. 


Angelo Campagna, director of the 


north service center for Elgin State Hos- 
pital, told the Schaumburg Township 
Mental Health Board this week that only 
about three or four persons a month 
from the Elk Grove-Schaumburg town- 
ships area are admitted to the hospital. 


Campagna said the two-township figure 


was about on par with admission rates in 
areas from Highland Park through Ar- 
lington Heights and that the only high 
area of admissions in the northwest drea 
was from Maine Township. He added 
that these admission statistics were low 
compared to a Lake County area near 
North Chicago and Waukegan, where 
there may be as many as 25 or 30 admis- 
sions within a month. 


THE DIRECTOR said he did not know 


the real reason for the low figure from 
the area, but noted that people may be 
taking their relatives to local hospitals' 
for short-term care rather than to a state 
hospital. "There's a «trong stigma still 
attached with state hospitals. "Some 
people will go through their life savings 
rather than send relatives to a state hos- 
pital." 


Jerry Warwak, mental health board 


chairman, said she was surprised at the 
low number of admissions from the area 
because there are so many young people 
habitually using drugs. 


Campagna said it is difficult to "get a 


full handle" on the number of persons in 


the community actually suffering from 
mental health deficiencies. 


The board Is attempting to find statis- 


tics to project a need for the township. 
Mrs. 
Warwak said coordination among 


various area health-care agencies appar- 
ently is needed. "Everyone expects that 
the other person is doing it." 


CAMPAGNA SAID even as late as 1968 


there were still some wards at Elgin 
State Hospital, where patients ran 
around naked without supervision and 
some sat in their own urine. But he noted 
the hospital has made many changes 
since then. He added that the facility, 
which has been criticized for doctor use 
of medication resulting in deaths, needs 
financial help and that doctors are now 
"gun shy" of using medication. 


The board discussed investigation of a 


need for a day hospital or halfway house, 
which would allow patients to work in 
the community and return at night for 
treatment.

Siege! caned for "a thorough and com- 


plete examination" of tbe railroad's jus- 
tification for a proposed 7 per cent fare 
hike and raid schedule changes or elimi- 
nation of unprofitable runs might be bet- 
ter than a fare hike. Tbe rate hike would 
cost those using the downtown Arlington 
Heights station and the Arlington Park 
station about $3 more on a monthly tick- 
et. 


The new hike, if approved, will be ef- 


fective Jan. 1. It will be the seventh hike 
in five yean and amount to a S3 per cent 
increase over the price of a 1969 monthly 
ticket. Arlington Heights was the only 
suburb to object formally to the rate In- 
crease at the ICC hearing in Chicago 
Thursday. 
• 


S1EGEL SAID that although the vil- 


lage has in the past gone along with tbe 
railroad's requests for increased fares, 
the village board decided to object to the 
current request because of economic 
pressures on village residents who com- 
mute on the trains. 


While citing the village's long history 


as a "satisfied customer" of the North 
Western, Slegel said the railroad's alle- 
gations that the cost of dlesel fuel will 
Jump more than 5 cents per gallon dur- 
ing 1975 must be thoroughly Investigated. 
He also called for the railroad to prove 
the necessity of a S per cent pay Increase 
for Its employes. 


North Western officials who testified at 


the hearing said that until the Regional 
Transportation Authority contracts with 


the railroad for commuter service some- 
time next summer, the company has 
little alternative to ward off an antici- 
pated $29,000 deficit for 1975 other than 
to seek fare increases. 


HAROLD A. LENSKE, director of 


commuter services for tbe railroad, 
pointed to the Increased dlesel fuel costs 
and the expected wage bike of at least 5 
per cent to Justify the additional fl.9 mil- 
lion In revenue that would be generated 
by the 7 per cent fare increase. 


While the railroad does not expect to 


lose any riders because of tbe increased 
fares, Lenske said ridershlp may be 
down next year because gasoline short- 
ages that forced motorists to take tbe 
train last winter are not expected again. 


Fewer racing dates at Arlington Park 


Race Track may also cut into ridershlp, 
he said. Next year's Arlington Park rac- 
ing schedule has not been set by the Illi- 
nois Racing Board. 


In addition to opposition from Arling- 


ton Heights, the railroad was challenged 
by one local resident, Robert F. Doyle, 
625 E. Rockwell St, Arlington Heights.

Assn. of Industry and Commerce dinner 
Wednesday that the halts of government 
are not filled with thieves and crooks. 


IT APPEARED THAT it was because 


of Thompson's record that he was ac- 
corded a kind of respect by the audience 
Wednesday night that Is being given out 
in miserly dotes these days to all ser- 
vants of tbe people.

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Feud between 
local schools, 
state grows 


Capital Development Board 'usurps 
power, delays building projects9

A major conflict between local school 


districts and a state agency charged with 
supervising school construction has been 
developing since last year when the Oil- 


> nols General Assembly approved a pro- 


gram designed to provide state money 
for elementary ana secondary schools. 


• 
The conflict surrounds the way the nil- 


nols Capital Development Board has ad- 
ministered the Capital Assistance Pro- 
gram which was passed by the Assembly 
In IJ73. The program allow* the state to 
pay up to 70 per cent of the cost ot local 
school buildings. 


Local school officials say the 1CDB has 


tied up building projects in red tape and 
Is taking an unprecedented amount of 
power away from local school boards, 
who traditionally have made decisions on 
school buildings. 


Officials in Lake Park High School 


Dlst. 108 in northern DuPage County, for 
example, say delays caused by the ICDB 
are one of the reasons the construction of 
the district's second high school Is not 
completed, even though voters author- 
ized the building in referendum In May 
1971. 


IN ANOTHER example of what school 


officials believe is unnecessary delay, 
members of the ICDB showed approval 
on a request for funds from Schaumburg 
Township Dlst 84 for one month last 
spring because, according to Dlst 54 
Business Mgr. Marvin Laplcola, "They 
seemed to think wo were making up en- 
rollment projections out of thin air." 


Dlst. 54, one of the fastest growing dis- 


tricts in the state, has been adding 1,000 
students a year. 


To answer the ICDB's question, Lap- 


lcola took the district's maintenance 


district into it, drove to the next meeting 
of the board, and gave them a quick les- 
son hi suburban growth. 


"I had one photo that was taken in 1970 


and another in 1973," Loplccla says. "I 
showed them that where we predicted 
buildings In 1670, there were buildings in 
1973. They approved our request" 


Under the Capital Assistance Program, 


the ICDB is authorized to provide con- 
struction help for Illinois schools. The Il- 
linois General Assembly, when It passed 
the law, provided that $100 million would 
be allocated in each of the next four 
years for the program. 


As the program has been set up, the 


ICDB, once It agrees to help a school dis- 
trict, takes over the construction Job, 
takes bids and supervises construction. 
In exchange, a district can receive up to 
70 per cent of the cost of the building 
from the state. 


ALMOST SINCE the program began, 


however, local school officials have been 
complaining about the way the ICDB, the 
agency which oversees all state tuildlng, 
has administered it. First there was a 
delay of nine months from the time the 
law was passed until the first construc- 
tion projects were authorized. 


Now that then are projects underway, 


school officials say staff members from 
the ICDB are meddling in local decision- 
making, behaving arrogantly toward lo- 
cal officials, tying up 'projects hi a bu- 
reaucratic red tape, nit-picking regu- 
lations, and making long, expensive de- 
lays. 


Adding to the criticism of the program 


is the Inflation rate that has been 
plaguing the construction industry in the 
last year. Because of inflation rates, lo- 
cal school officials complain that ICDB

Answer to more boards 
Community colleges 
worse off under ICDB? 


Local school districts chafe under the 


Illinois Capital Development Board be- 
cause of the Illinois Capital Assistance 
Program. For the state's community col- 
leges the situation is, In some ways, even 
worse. 


Community college construction is su- 


pervised by the ICDB in much the same 
way local school construction Is. 


However, officials In community col- 


leges such as Harper and Oakton not 
only haw to get approval of building de- 
sign from the ICDB, they also have to 
report to the Illinois Community College 
Board and Illinois Board of Higher Edu- 
cation for approval before they can 
build. 


Also, while local school districts still 


have the option of building schools with- 
out state help, community colleges have 
to get approval from tho Illinois Commu- 


nity College Board and ICDB before they 
can use their own funds for a building. 


William Mann, vice president for busi- 


ness affairs at Harper, says working 
with the ICDB Is slow.because "you have 
the college, the architect and the ICDB 
who have to agree." Decisions on design 
are "a give and take process" with the 
college working to get as much as pos- 
sible from the state. 


Mann says, "The Capital Development 


Board wastes millions of dollars" be- 
cause of long delays. Mann, who was for- 
merly business manager of Elk Grove 
Township Dlst 59, adds, "It would be 
more efficient for us to bid the Job and 
do it ourselves (without the ICDB). I 
worked on 22 building projects in Elk 
Grove and ran maybe six reforendums. 
As I compare the 2 systems, the local ref- 
erendum and local construction is the far 
superior situation." 


The second high school in Lake Park High School District is being built with state help and state-caused delays. 


various types of school buildings are un- 
realistic. 


The ICDB has now put its cost guide- 


lines on a sliding scale, so they increase 
every month. They are now $24.92 per 
square foot for elementary schools and 
will increase to $27.25 by next June. 


Laplcola from Dlst. 54 and other school 


officials are sympathetic with the ICDB 
on the problem of funds. "They are try- 
ing to serve as many people as possible 
with limited funds," Laplcola says. "If 
they raised their guidelines, they would 
serve fewer people." 


DONALD LaFEVRE, executive direc- 


tor of the ICDB, does not admit, how- 
ever, that the construction guidelines are 
unrealistic. "Buildings are being built 
under our guidelines," he says. 


Laplcola does point out that school dis- 


tricts should plan to provide extra money 
because state allocations will probably 
fall short of actual costs. For example, 
he points to Stevenson School in Dlst. 54 
which was bid In May at a cost of $30.68 
per square foot 


Carl Forrester, superintendent of the 


Lake Park district, who says "I'm on the 
ICDB's enemies list," says 'the main 
problem with the agency is, "The funda- 
mental philosophy they are taking is 
grossly in error," rather than the fund- 
ing. 
"The ICDB operates on the assumption 
that what they're doing is so important 
that local boards shouldn't have anything 
to do with it," he explains. The ICDB 
staff, he says, has rigid rules, sometimes 
Ignores the judgment of local officials 
and resorts to threats whenever it is crit- 
icized. 
. FORRESTER 
SAYS 
THAT local 


school districts supervise their education- 
al program with less meddling than the 
ICDB gives in construction "and educa- 
tion is our main job." He is also irritated 
by the fact that the ICDB has veto power 
over a district's architect, even though 
local school boards are considered com- 
petent to select a superintendent without 
state Interference, a job he considers 
much more Important. 


"If the local boards aren't competent 


to select their own architects, I think we 
should look very closely to see if they are 
competent to select a superintendent," 
he says. 


Forrester's story of the delays which 


have plagued the planning and construc- 
tion of the high school in his district Is 
tinged by his anger at the ICDB and bu- 
reaucratic bungling In general. 


"One of the major criticisms I have of 


any bureaucratic organization is that 
once tho rules are established, If they 
are inflexible, there is big trouble," he 
says. "The Capital Development Board's 
rules are very inflexible and they can't 
possibly predict everything that might 
happen." 


WHILE DELAYS occurred at Lake 


Park In everything from design approval 
to bidding, Forrester says there is one 
example of bureaucratic delay that par-

start. When village officials balked at 
giving their tax money to another agen- 
cy, he says, "They were shuffled back 
and forth to at least four different ICDB 
attorneys. It was ridiculous to apply 
their rules to the village of Roselle." 
. 


A continuing aggravation, Forrester 


says, was in the attitude of many of the 
ICDB staff members. "Whenever we 
challenged anything they were doing, 
they threatened to close our project down 
— that's how immature they are," he 
says. 


OFFICIALS IN OTHER school districts 


are less outspoken than Forrester in 
their criticism of the ICDB, usually ex- 
plaining in the words of one, "We have to 
work with those people and we don't 
want it any tougher than it already Is." 


Lapicola from Dlst. 54, says he won- 


ders If the ICDB is able to supervise con- 
struction projects as well as local school 
officials are.

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Controversial role of ICDB, schools defended by director 


SPRINGFIELD, II]. - "We an much 


more open lo criticism and more open in 
the way we do business thin a local 
school board Is," Donald LaFevre, exec- 
utive director of the nitooj Capital De- 
velopment Board, said in a recent inter- 
view. 


The statement, given by LaFevre as a 


reason for Increasing ICDB control over 
the construction of local schools In the 
state, would be disputed by many educa- 
tors around the state. 


Local school officials view the ICDB aa 


• vast, unresponsive bureaucracy thro- 
ugh Its administration of the Illinois Cap- 
ital Assistance Program designed to help 
school districts build schools, is grabbing 
an unprecedented amount of control 
away from local districts. 


LaFevre, who has headed the 200- 


member staff of the ICDB since May 
1073. does not put much stock in these 
criticisms. Says he, "No one likes any- 
thing when someone else controls U." He 
argues that the mom reason school dis- 
tricts have been unhappy with the ICDB 
Is that It has had to turn down some 
requests because of lack of funds. 


LAFEVRE POINTS OUT that last 


year the ICDB got 190 applications from 
local school districts for help In construc- 
tion and was able to approve only 44. 
"the reason some of the districts aren't 
happy is that they didn't moke our list," 
ho says. 


LaFevre also is highly critical of the 


way many school districts plan and man- 
ago their buildings. He says members of 
his staff have taken a critical look at 
many enrollment projections which come 
from school districts because "if you 
take a look at what Is actually happening 
around the state, there's an enrollment 
decrease, but every district which comes 
to us shows an Increase." 


In addition LaFevro echoes the state- 


ments of the ICDB Chairman Louis Sll- 
verman about the irrationality of school 
district boundaries in the state. "Mary- 
land has 20 school districts and Illinois 
has over 1,000," he says. "We find some 
places where a district will have schools 
that are overcrowded and right across 
the boundary line there ore empty class- 
rooms." 


But LaFevro saves his major concern' 


for the "inequality" of school building 
around the state. He says he sees the 
capital assistance program as a way to 
equalise educational opportunity and 
"provide more consistency In school 
buildings." 


He cays, "It's a little frightening to see 


some people get a bore-minimum school 
because the district doesn't have any 
more money, while others build swim- 
ming pools and fleldhouses. We even had 
one district that built on Indoor Ice skat- 
Ing rink."

Board hit for overstepping bounds 


State Rep. Arthur Berman, D-Chicago, 


has been one of the most vocal critics of 
the Illinois Capitol Development Board 
and the way it has bandied the Illinois 
Capital Assistance Program. 


In a speech in August made an an 


ICDB seminar, Berman.blasted the di- 
rection the board has taken, saying, "It 
seems lo many that the ICDB is rapidly 
becoming a social planning and engineer- 
Ing, investigatory and regulatory body 
rolled Into one." 


Berman was particularly critical of 


comments by the board chairman, which 
have been echoed by executive director 
Donald LaFlebre, on the need to .reorga- 
nize tchool district boundaries. Berman 
sold, "We are all well aware of the com- 
plex mosaic of school boundaries.'We 
have been working on the question of 
school district reorganization for a long 
tune. We find it essential to temper our 
Interest in doing 'social good' with re- 
specting the rights of others." 


Berman added, "It is becoming in- 


creasingly clear that the philosophical 
differences I alluded to earlier place the 


ICDB with its centralization of power and 
statewide perspective In opposition to its 
clientele with decentralized power and a 
more local perspective. 


"The legislature designated the ICDB 


to administer the capital assistance pro- 
gram for elementary and secondary edu- 
cation. We did not intend to vest the 
ICDB with the power to decide whether 
or not to have a program, or whether or 
not to reorganize school districts, nor to 
embark on its own peculiar band of so- 
cial engineering." 


More recently, Berman, who beads the 


Illinois School Problems Commission, the 
agency which proposes school legislation 
to the Illinois General Assembly, said' 
legislation might be introduced early 
next-year to limit (he powers of the 
ICDB if the board does not change its 
ways. 


"I think the intent of the legislature 


was to keep ths decision making as 
much as possible with the local districts 
and- to provide a way to channel state 
funds Into the districts," he said. 


"we hire the architect to do that How 
come (local boards) think the architect 
suddenly bcomea a different guy when he 
works for the state?" 
•' 


STATE REP. 
Arthur Barman, 


D-Chicogo, and otters have charged that 
the ICDB has "exceeded its mandate" by 
getting into questions such as school 
boundaries. LaFevre soys that isot true. 
"We've never turned down a school dis- 
trict because of boundaries," he says, 
"but we are going to keep raising the 
question." 


And LaFevre continues to argue that 


the ICDB b more publicly accountable 
than local school boards. The board, 
which la appointed by the governor, fol- 
lows the open meeting law, be says and 
"We make our decisions pabUdy — but 
school boards frequently don 
their 


doors." 


He also says the ICDB, which is re- 


sponsible for all other state building ex- 
cept roads and bridges, has run a 
"clean" and scandal-free operation. "We 
have been Investigated from top to bot- 
tom and we've got a 100 per cent dean 
bill of health," be says. 


He says lie thinks the capital assis- 


tance program wifl continue — and that 
the $400 million that the legislature origi- 
nally planned for the program win not be 
enough. He also thinks the complaints 
from local boards will die down "as 
more districts are satisfied." 


dltlons are colled "enrichment" and the 
state agency is required by law to allow 
them. 


LaFevre, however, doesn't have to like 


the "enrichments." "Most of the enrich- 
mcnt very rarely goes to the students for 
education," he says, "unless you want to 
argue that ice skating rinks or swimming 
pools are educational." 


LaFovre also has little faith in the 


".management" skills of local school dis- 
tricts, or In their ability to choose archi- 
tects for their buildings. He says he does 
not like the fact that local districts have 
veto power over the selection of the ar-' 
chltect for the buildings constructed by 
the ICDB because "I don't think you can 
jointly run a construction job." 


LeFevre also believes there are al- 


ternatives to building more schools that 
school districts in Illinois have refused to 
look at. When growth- rates are uncer- 
tain, he soys, "some state schools have 
leased vacant supermarkets and made 
them into temporary schools until 'they 
knew where they would -need to build. 
The local districts don't want to listen to 
this." 


LeFcvro admits that there were delays 


in approval for construction when the 
program for helping local school districts 
was first authorized in 1973. However, he 
says those delays were caused In part by 
the need for careful planning and review 
of school district needs. Rules had to be 
drown up, he soys, and existing buildings 
had to be reviewed by teams of ICDB

Board, believes hit agency can do a 
better (ob planning and building 
school buildings than local school 
districts have in the past. His agency 


has been criticized by legislators and 
school officials for the way it has ad- 
ministered the Capital Assistance 
Program, which provides buildings to 
schools. 


staff members. 


IN ADDITION, he says some delays 


have been caused by unusual or unex- 
pected situations. One local district, he 
says, raised its share of the cost of a 
building by soliciting donations of mate- 
rials from local suppliers. "We had to 
delay things there to make sure every- 
thing would actually be donated and to 
decide who would be responsible if mate- 
rials failed," he said. "We never 
dreamed when we started this program 
that anyone would donate $585 worth of 
steel bolts. It presented a problem we'd 
never faced before." 


Also, LaFevre says some delays which 


are Involved when local districts work 
with the state are beyond his control — 
because they are caused by provisions of 
the State'Purchasing Act, which governs 
bidding on all state purchases. 


The purchasing act, he says, delays 


bidding because it requires that all con- 
struction jobs be divided into five sepa- 
rate contracts. Abo, If a bid comes in 
slightly over budget, he says, the ICDB 
staff cannot negotiate a reduction with 
the lowest bidder. "We have to redesign 
and rebid," he says. 


School districts have a right to be con- 


cerned about those delays, he says, and 
"they should lean on their legislators to 
free us from some provisions of the pur- 
chasing act." 


He rays the state agency is just as able 


to supervise contractors when construc- 
tion is going on as local boards because

That's the good news; the bad 
news is that he neither identified 
the contributors by business firm, 
nor did he reveal the amount of 
money they had contributed to his 
successful campaign. 


This move destroys the purpose 


of disclosure, for it gives the public 
no Idea as to whether land holders 
have bought favors from Tully. 
Only through the digging of report- 
ers was it revealed that the list, as 
expected, was filled with the 
names of real estate owners and 
developers. 


Omissions of this nature show 


Tully as little more than another 
product of the Daley Machine, a 
political monster which has little 
regard for the people and more 
concern with maintaining its en- 
trenched power. As assessor, Tully 
could change this pattern, but 
judging from this shabby dis- 
closure tactic, we can't be too 
hopeful.

John Stroger, a Chicago Democrat, 
called for the county board to re- 
strict gun sales in unincorporated 
areas.

In Arlington Heights, a com- 


mittee of the village board is con- 
sidering a gun control ordinance 
which would establish* rules to ease 
the threat of the theft of firearms 
from stores, as well as a series of 
other controls. 


Strict control of handguns must 


be a cooperative effort, for Chi- 
cago's strict gun control law 
means nothing if a gun buyer can 
drive out of the city and into the 
suburbs to buy an easily concealed, 
difficult-to-trace handgun. 


Today, guns are too easily ob- 


tained in most suburbs. Potential 
buyers must produce only-a fire- 
arms ID card, available without in- 
vestigation from the state for $5. 
One of these ID cards allows un- 
limited purchases. 


The threat of handgun in Chicago 


and across the United States is an 
often repeated story. This menace 
will become an increasing threat in 
the suburbs, until we realize that 
governmental cooperation is the 
only way to stem its influence. 


We urge the county board to in- 


clude requirements for background 
checks of, purchasers, additional 
reporting of sales and anti-theft 
protection for sales outlets. Mean- 
while, Arlington Heights and other- 
communities should work towards 
local ordinances to control the sale 
of handguns. Until all governing 
bodies take a firm stand against 
this handgun menace, all of us are 
under the shadow of the deadly 
handgun.

Shea could face Carey in '76

The coming fascination with the Il- 


linois House speaker's gavel could of- 
fer a crystal-ball look at the 1976 
country election. 


Republicans control only one major 


county office and Democrats encour- 
aged by recent poll victories will stop 
at little to capture GOP State's AUy. 
Bernard Carey's job in 1976. 


Carey's opponent may be state 


Rep. Gerald Shea of Riverside. 


Shea, with the backing of Daley 


Democrats, reportedly Is aiming for 
the House speaker's chair. But he 
faces a fight with a cast of ambitious 
legislators including Minority Leader 
Clyde Choate of Anna, DuPage Coun- 
ty Democratic chairman William 
Redmond of Bensenvillo and Harold 
KnU of Glencoe. 


If Shea, who currently Is an assist- 


ant minority leader In the House, 
lows when the political parties 
caucus to choose leaders this winter, 
be may challenge Carey In 1978. 


Shea Is, predictably cryptic in re- 


sponding ' to questions about the 
state's attorney's race. "That's a 
long way off," be said Wednesday. "I 


just got elected to a two-year term In 
the House and am concentrating on 
doing the job there." 


The pattern of a two-year term In 


Springfield fits snugly into county 
election calendar because Shea could 
complete his Springfield term before 
jumping into a general election for 
state's attorney. 


"I'm very concerned about the 


criminal justice system," Shea said 
as the General Assembly prepared 
for Its veto session. "Right now, it's 
nice to have a Democratic majority 
hi the House and we need to see what 
wo can do." 


Shea's credentials for state's attor- 


ney Include three years in office, 
wljere he tried felony cases from i960 
to 1963, and a stint as an adminis- 
trative assistant to the chief judge of 
the Circuit Court. 


Carey, who took advantage of an 


in-party .fight by Democrats to win 
the office in 1972, appears vulnerable 
at thht point 


Like Gov.' Daniel Walker, the 


state's attorney has accumulated a 
short list of accomplishments in two 
years. Between' now and spring, 1976, 
Carey most increase his visibility 
and must .do more than battle with 
women who seek vigorous prose> 
cution of rapists to retain his job. 


Carey, of course, claims that his 


regime has increased prosecution of 
'crime since the days of Democrat 
Edward Hanrahan. But Carey's 
grand jury, which is hampered by 
Democratic control 'of the court sys- 
tem, is bogged down in the mechani- 
cal indictment process. The grand 
jury under Carey has provided few 
Investigctions into organized crime 
or corruption. 


In 1976, voters may be forced by 


Shea or another Democratic candi- 
date to "ask If Carey Is another pretty 


face who should decorate the Civic 
Center wall that contains photo- 
graphs of former state's attorneys. 


Carey also could pass on a bid for 


reelection. Atty. Gen. William 
Scott's office will be up for voter 
scrutiny in 1976. Also on the ballot 
will be Walker's office, the lieutenant 
governorship, the county recorder 
and court clerk's posts, the office of 
Illinois secretary of state and the 
state comptroller's job. , 


Carey is probably the only real 


possibility that the GOP will retain 
the state's attorney's office. Few oth- 
er Republicans who would desire the 
job have the political platform to 
command public attention until 1976. 


The next county election allows Re- 


publicans time to lick wounds, sur- 
vey the disaster of two weeks ego 
and plan for the future. County chair- 
man Floyd Fulle, under criticism for 
the poor GOP showing, talked this 
week about the "experts" who sur- 
faced after the election. > "Where 
were they when we needed them be- 
fore the election?" he asked. 


Where Shea will be in 1978 is an- 


other question that General Assem- 
bly leaders in Springfield may an- 
swer by January.

STUDENT RECORDS at Forest View 


High School in Arlington Heights are 
open to botii Die student and his parents, 
Mid Principal Jack Martin. The school 
docs go through the flics to weed out in- 
formation, he said, but the Information is 
from the student's elcmentary/and Junior 
high school records which may no longer 
be relevant. 


Student records are likely to have "ev- 


erything In tta (older from kindergarten 
on," said Martin. They contain "parent's 
conferences, teachers' comments, warn- 
ings to the next year's teacher and so 
on." 


But Martin also is afraid the new law 


may mean information that could bo 
used to help students will no longer bo 
part of the file. 


"Every once In a while information is 


valuable," he said. 


DISCIPLINE REPORTS, such as de- 


tentions or suspensions from school, also 
arc not part of the student's record at 
Forest View, said Martin. Those reports 
arc kept In a separate file which also is 
available to parents, he said.

"We tell the teacher to use discretion 


as they write things up," said Hill- 
csheim. If the information is personal "I 
question whether it should become a part 
of the file," he said, but on the other 
hand, "We're not trying to hide anything 
from either-the student or his parents," 
he said.

ter-Gary. "The situation' is so ripe for 
tyranny if the person in' charge is so In- 
clined and if the person is not so inclined 
they probably run a decent, fair file sys-

"Consider yourself a playmaker," the students are told.

And for a solid hour they do Just that. 
They respond with enthusiasm and shouts of delight as Imagination 


Theater unfolds a new world of Ideas and fun that leaves them with the 
Idea that they, too, can be playmakers. 


"Kasey" and "Kuke" are their guides into the world of fantasy. The 


children set the stage, give the characters their identities and develop the 
plot as Kasey and Kuke show them how to put It altogether. 


In real life, "Kasey" Is Eunice Joffe and "Kuke" is Barbara Kaden. 


They are accompanied on the piano by "Thumbs," Inez Garland. 


Backgrounds in education, theater and music brought them together to 


form tho Playmakers. 


"We wanted something constructive where children Just don't sit like 


blobs," said Mrs. Joffe. Not satisfied just teaching or acting she created 
the Playmakers with the help of Mrs. Kaden to integrate the interests of 
both women. 


The students definitely don't Just "sit like blobs" during a Playmakers 


production. Without the children, there would be no production. 


From the moment they enter on "stage" — which Is usually the gym — 


the students become involved .in the Imagination Theater. 'They enter 
clapping their bands and marching in time to the music; Inhibitions are 
left behind at the door and a whole new world opens up for all to enjoy. 


RECENTLY STUDENTS at Eisenhower School in Prospect Heights 


took part In one of three snows the Playmakers have''devised. Last year 
the students viewed another show, the first in the series, where they 
learned about the four tools of playmaklng — imagiifa^nn, voice, motions 
and feelings.

The children become totally absorbed in creating the story and jump 


back hi fright as "Kuke," now portraying a wtich moves toward them. 


Later in the show, several.students have the opportunity to improvise 


themselves. One becomes "big tough Bill," a football hero who shows the 
school bow he exercises to stay fit; another is Farmer Joe who comforts 
his wife, portrayed by "Kuke," before.taking off to the fields for a day's 
work. 


Through the whole performance, imaginations are busy at work. The

The prints 
show these tnlnlahirlied version of 
grownups, carefully groomed and 
dressed la velvets and laces, never a 
hair out of place, gravely gating out 
upon a serious world.

Burns introduces the reader to a whole 
cast of sinister characters starring hi 
this tale of corruption, including Harold 
Sydney Geneen, president and top ITT 
heavy. 


Geneen was a man "interested only in 


making ITT as large, profitable and 
dominating as possible within the years 
his control spans," Burns writes. He says 
of Beard: "She swore like a man, drank 
like • man and dealt like a man" and 
"looked like Oliver Hardy, talked like 
Groucho Marx and philosophized like Ar- 
chie Bunker." 


THE DRAMA UNFOLDS at ITT man- 


agement meeting where division heads 
are set at each others throats and the 
word is given that nothing, except per- 
haps extreme physical violence, is out of 
bounds as long as it's for the good of the 
company. 


Burns writes this book with a wry 


sense of humor and at times it seems the 
whole ITT gang could appear In a long- 
running Broadway comedy. But as much 
as Burns makes Jokes in this book, be 
also points out the threat of ITT and 
companies like it. 


"It now appears that nations of the 


world are slowly slipping into an eco- 
nomic anarchy,'* he writes, "and the 
largest and most powerful companies are 
adopting a sort of de facto statehood — 
beyond control, regulations and, In some 
caws, positive national identification."

Neil Sedaka back on American scene 


The return of Neil Sedaka to the Amer- 


ican pop scene and another fufe album 
by Barbra Streisand highlight this 
week's records. 


Between 1959 and 1963, Sedaka sold 


more than 25 million records. In his ca- 
reer, he has written more than 73 songs 
that have made the Top Ten, Including 
"Happy Birthday Sweet 16," "Breaking 
Up Is Hard To Do" and "Oh Carol." 


When the Beatles led the British in- 


vasion here in 1963, Sedaka semi-retired 
from performing and began writing hits 
for the Fifth Dimension, Tom Jones, 
Johnny Mathls and Peggy Lee. These 
•ongs Included "Working On a Groovy 
Thing," "Puppet Man" and "One Day of 
Your Life." 


For the past three years, Sedaka has 


returned to performing and has been a 
big hit in England. Recently signed with 
Elton John's Rocket Records, "Sedaka's 
Back" (Rocket records) is the first 
American album for Sedaka in many 
years. 


The album Is an engaging collection of 


•ongs taken from Sedaka's last two Eng- 
lish albums, both of which were Top 
Twenty. The album Is very well pro- 
duced — in part with British rock group 
sensation 10 C.C. — and fias a very 
"clean" sound, particularly on Sedaka's 
keyboards. Sedaka appears to be a per- 
fectionist. 


THE HIT SINGLE from the album - 


it's still rising In the American Top Fifty 
— is "Laughter in the Rain," one of sev- 
eral fine ballads with exceptional lyrics. 
Another excellent one is the mournful 
"Solitaire." Two other nice ballads are 
"The Other Side of Me" and "Our Last 
Song Together." 


The album opens with two good rock- 


ers, "Stnadlng on the Inside" and 
"That's When the Music Takes Me." An- 
other song, "Tho Immigrant," sounds a 
lot like an Anne Murray song and ar- 
rangement and "Little Brother" has a 
little black humor on a rather boisterous 
sibling rivalry. 


The new Streisand album is "But- 


terfly" (Columbia records) and the worst 
thing about It is the Icky cover with a fly 
atop a stick of butter. It is the album the 
gossips said would be a big mistake for 


Miss Streisand because her hairdresser 
and boy friend Jon Peters was the pro-. 
ducer. * 


As usual the gossips were wrong and 


"Butterfly" is one of Streisand's most di- 
verse and appealing albums. 


MISS STREISAND seldom has shown 


so much versatility so successfully be- 
fore. There are reggae with Bob Mar- 
ley's "Guava Jelly," soul with BUI With- 
ers' "Grandma's Hands," spacy rock 
with David Bowie's "Life On Mars" and 
a haunting version of "Love In the After- 
noon." In addition to these fine songs,

she also does well with Paul Williams' "I 
Won't Last a Day Without You" (which 
Is closest to the old Streisand style), 
Paul Anka's "Jubilation" and the coun- 
try standard, "Crying Time." 


The only song I have reservations 


about Is her version of Graham Nash's 
"Simple Man." It in no way compares 
with the much better original. 


Wisely, Peters and Streisand chose 


saxophonist Tom Scott to do most of the 
arrangements 
and play woodwinds. 


Recently, Scott has worked brilliantly 
with Joni Mitchell and Carole King. 
• • 


OTHER NEW releases Include: • 
"Fire" by the Ohio Players (Mercury 


records). The follow-up to the successful 
album and single "Skin Tight" is prob- 
ably the best thing yet done by this sev- 
en-man progressive soul band. Vocals 
and sound are smoother than on previous 
efforts and Billy Beck's keyboards are 
outstanding. 


The group still is heavy into funk as on 


the title track, "Smoke" and "What the 
Hell," but "Together" and "I Want To 
Be Free" show the band's strong poten- 
tial with ballads. 


The album should help establish the 


Ohio Players as the next soul super- 
group. 


"In Heat" by Love Unlimited (20th 


Century records). This trio of lovely soul 
ladles has had no trouble finding hits, 
such as "I Belong To You" which is tor 
eluded here, and producer-writer-arrang- 
er Barry White surely deserves much of 
the credit 


LOVE VNUMITED'S brand of soul is 


based at middle-of-the-road audiences 
and, consequently, is a bit too sweet 
throughout, which dulls the Impact of the 
really good music. "Share a Little Love 
In Your Heart" shows the women can 
sing and "Love's Theme'! is good with 
its "Superfly" type beaj amid the 
strings. 


"Love Me For a Reason" by the Os- 


monds (Kolob/MGM records). The five 
scrubbed guys meet the Motown and 
Philadelphia soul sounds and come off 
not too badly.

The house where Ernest Hemingway 


died In 1961 and where his widow still 
spends part of each year is a simple red 
two-story structure standing alone at the 
end of a rural road and a long, duty 
driveway. 


Inside It Is as it was when the novelist 


lived there. 


Animal skins with glassy eyes dot the 


floor and drape the furniture. Above a 
m a a s I v e stone fireplace hang the 
mounted heads of an "almost record" 
Impala shot by Ernest and a kudu shot 
by Mary Hemingway when they wero In 
Africa in the early 1950s. 


Tall bookshelves on either side of the 


fireplace contain the latest editions of 
Hemingway's books, and In one corner 
an oil painting has the author, white 
bearded and unsmiling, looking across 
the room, where Idaho's Sawtooth Moun- 
tains are visible through a broad picture 
window. 


MAItY HEMINGWAY spends three 


summer and autumn months In the house 
each year, and by the reports of Ket> 
chum citizens, she is something of a rec- 
luse when In residence. 


Mrs. Hemingway laughs when she 


(wars this. If It is true, she says, it's 
because If she weren't more careful, in- 
terest and curiosity about Ernest would 
prevent her from ever getting her own 
wilting done. 


Hemingway became a celebrity with 


the publication of his first novel in 1926 
and Interest In Mm has never cooled. 
Even now dozens of articles and a hand- 
ful of books appear each year re-eval- 
uating the man and his work. 


Mrs. Hemingway feels much of what is 


written Is unfair to her husband. Even 
the authorized biography, a best-seller 
by Hemingway scholar Carlos Baker 
called "Ernest Hemingway: A Life Sto- 
ry." she feds gives an "incomplete, not 
very complimentary" picture. 


BAKER GOT his facts mostly correct, 


iho said, but failed to capture anything 
of her husband's spirit: 


"How could he? They never went hunt-

Ing or drinking, or even chatted together. 
Mr. Baker Is a very great scholar, but no 
one can describe a person he has never 
met. 


"One thing about Ernest that only his 


close friends were aware of was his hu- 
mor. He had a marvelous, gay, delightful 
sense of wit. That humor was a very big 
part of his personality. It was a contin- 
uous game of give and take with friends. 
In Cuba, Paris, Africa, here, it was like 
a volleyball game. Anyone who was 
around could take part." 


But Hemingway's humor, "droll and 


wry, juicy and crazy-nutty," Is missing 
for the most part from the tomes of biog- 
raphy written about him, Mrs. Heming- 
way laments, perhaps because it was 
usually displayed among friends and 
evaporated with the moment. 


MARY HEMINGWAY is a small, 


blonde former newspaperwoman with 
clear blue eyes and an animation, as she 
talks that makes her seem more like a 
woman In her 40s than In her 60s. 


She was Interviewed on the sundeck of 


her house overlooking the Big Wood Val- 
ley. She chewed gum, smoked and gazed 
out over the valley as she recalled her 
life with Hemingway with obvious pleas- 
ure and generous elaboration. 


Hemingway met Mary in 1944 in Lon- 


don, where she was a reporter for Time 
magazine. 


She tried to remember, as she looked 


over the valley, if Ernest ever named his 
own favorites among his short stories. 


"I remember Ernest used to answer 


when' he was asked that question that it 
ua;- like asking a mother to choose 
among her children. 


"HE WAS AWFULLY proud of the Af- 


rican stories ('The Short Happy Life of 
Francis Macomber' and "The Snows of 
Kilimanjaro')." 


WT. PROSPECT 


She laid she is sure Hemingway would 


be pleased to ku>w that the story for 
which ehe gets the moat requests for 
reprints is "The Big Two-Hearted Riv- 
er," written while Ernest was a young- 
unknown in Paris. 


Her own favorite among Us short sto- 


ries is a little known one called "Today 
is Friday." 


"It's about the death of Christ, but it 


dnesnt mention that, and that's what I 
like about it I'm well aware that most 
critics think it's one of his worst If you 
print this you better mention that I know 
that." 


Was Hemingway a reader as well as a 


writer? 


"Constant, constant. His habit was to 


have four or five books going at once. He 
was very keen on the history of the Civil 
War. He might also be readmg one of the ' 
current authors, like John Updike, or 
someone like that. He read French very 
well and might be reading a book in that 
language. Perhaps he would also be 
reading some kind of book on hunting or 
fishing. 


"HE USED to go back and reread the 


classics, like Shakespeare. I remember 
while he was up here once-he was re- 
reading, for the eigth, 10th, 12th lime, 
•King Lear.'" 


To the end of his life, she said, Ernest 


never lost bis curiosity about the way 
words are combined by the masters to — 
through some magnificent alchemy — 
recreate life itself. 


"As Ernest said, 'You have to make 


that magic, but how to do it?'" It was 
something-he struggled for long after he 
became the most studied stylist in this 
country. 


How did he evaluate his place in liter- 


ature? 


As she did for many of the questions, 


she took a long time to think it over. But 
then she shook her head: "I don't think 
he did. I think ho just tried to write as 
well as he could each day and was con- 
tent to leave those judgments to others."

Tube 
Turkey 


You'll need: cardboard tube from toilet paper roll 


tempera paint or felt-lipped marker 
toothpick 
construction paper. 


Paint the cardboard tube brown inside and out. 


When it's dry, paint a half-inch yellow strip around one 
end. Let dry. Paint an orange strip next to the yellow 
strip. Let dry. Add a red strip next and dry. (This will 
become turkey tail feathers.) 


Starting at the striped end of the tube, make three 


2'/j-inch cuts about one-half inch apart. This will make 
two legs you can bend down. Bend each leg again to 
form a foot. 


Continue to make 2'Xz-inch cuts very close together 


around this end of the tube, (figure 1) Spread them out 
to make tail feathers. 


Cut a strip of orange, brown, or red paper about 1J/4 


by 9 inches. Round off one end for the wattle. Curl the 
other end around a pencil. Clue the wattle end ot 
paper across the opposite end of the cardboard tube. 
The curled end will be the turkey's head. Add cut-out 
paper eyes. 


Staple or glue the turkey's feet to a small piece of 


construction paper or cardboard. For extra support, 
tape a half toothpick to the back of each leg.

It U no secret that an "exposed" king 


may be eaiUy mated. Piranha-Uko, (lie 
enemy pieces will swarm over the vic- 
tim. Aa a series of check* keeps the mo- 
mentum of the attack, more and more 
attacking pieces will join In for the kill. 


Normal procedure assigns the protec- 


tion of the king flnt priority. Tuck him 
away In the corner behind a wall ot 
pawns Is the usual (though often vio- 
lated) rale of thumb. The natural protec- 
tion of the pawns and the contingent aid 
of nearby pieces wibUlunt all but the 
meet ferocious mating attacks. 


But occasionally even a'solld wall of 


pawns la not enough to protect the king, 
especially it defensive pieces are not 
near enough or not aptly positioned. 


The consummate pawiMtrippers In 


tuch an instance may be the bishops. 
Sapper-like, they will impale themselves 
on the protecting pawn wall, strip it, and 
from the sidelines watch the heavy 
pieces rush In. 


THE MOST FAMOUS "twoblshop" 


sacrifice in chess history was achieved by 
Lasker against Bauer in Amsterdam, 1889 
in the position In Diagram 1. Bauer 
(black) had Just played 1... NxN and 
captured the white knight at W. And 
Lasker, rather than simply recapture, 


gave the world a lesson in pawn stripp- 
ing. 


He played 2. BxP check! t and after.. 


. KxB; 3. QxN check, K-N1; 4. BxP, KxB; 
S. Q-N4 check, K-R2; 6. R-B31, the pos- 
ition in Dlaggram 2 was reached. 


The threat of 6... R-R3 mate is fatal. 


Bauer tried 6 ... 
P-K4, but after 7. 


R.R3, check, Q-R3; 8. RxQ check, KxR; 
and 0. Q-Q7, he lost a bishop. Though the 
Immediate mate has been, stopped, the 
loss of queen and piece is too much. 


A NEAR REPLICA'of the Lasker sac- 


riflce appeared In the 1073 U.S.S.R. 
championship (as shown in our third po- 
sition). Sveshnikov (black) has just cap- 
tured white's knight at QN3 (1... NxN). 
The knight diversion has cleared the 
field for the (now) stock white attack to 
come. 
. Kuzmln (white), of course continued 
with 2. BxP check, KxB; 3. Q-RS check, 
K-N1; 4. BxP, KxB; 5. Q-N4 check, 
K-R2; and 6. R-B3. (Diagram 4.) Hie 
game Is over. Here there is no defense to 
checkmate. 
Try the two-bishop sacrifice sometime 
(at least every 84 years). It's as good an 
offensive weapon as the 17-year locusts.

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Area product builds cross country power 
Success comes in first year as head 


It's called coaching, and It's an ex- 


haustive emotional commitment that can 
very rapidly drain a person. 


In addition to (etching the Intricacies 


of any sport, a never-ending process, the 
high school coach must also function as a 
master psychologist, carefully fashioning 
his charges, bringing them along, con- 
qucring their, fears and loosing their In- 
hibitions. 


A coach must be a motivator. 
Some sports are attractive. They draw 


the numbers, and motivation lies In the 
very nature of the sport Itself. 


Other sports demand a selling job by 


the coach. Proper motivational methods 
mint be used to bring a quantity of ath- 
letes out for the sport, and then develop 
the quality needed to win. 


Motivation leads to an attitude, and the 


attitude which prevails will be the most 
Important factor In the success of any 
team. 


It's fashionable to run long distances 


these days because of the emphasis on 
physical fitness, but that still doesn't 
make It any easier for a coach to sell a 
sport that requires arduous training with 
groat demands physically and mentally. 


Cross country Is such a sport. 
The loneliness of the long distance run- 


ner has been vividly portrayed many 
times, and It's no big secret that a cross 
country coach must be a salesman1* if he 
wants a winner. He must make the sport 
attractive. 


Last August they added a super sales- 


man to the coaching staff In Belvl- 
derei III., a farming community of about 
14,000 with a high school of 1.600 stu- 
dents. They hired Arlington High School 
product Roger Frrdrlckson as the cross 


country coach. 


Cross country Is a sport that demands 


enthusiasm from top to bottom, and 
Frcdrlckson, who spent the 1973 season 
as a frosh-soph coach at Arlington, has 
brought a whirlwind of enthusiasm to the 
Belvidere program. 


In a few short months, in his very first 


head coaching Job, Fredrickson turned 
Belvidere High School into a recognized 
cross country power. 


He sold the sport to the boys, to the 


school, to the community. He set up a 
marathon and put the runners In the 
spotlight. He encouraged the devel- 
opment of the sport at the junior high 
level and In the YMCA. He arranged a 
workout with York High School, a re- 
spected harrier power, "so my kids could 
learn by association, could see they could 
run with the best." 


Belvidere won the Big Nine cross coun- 


try title, beat arch-rival Roclcford Gull- 
ford for the first time In nine years and 
ranked seventh In a coaches poll of the 
top teams In Illinois. 


All seven Belvidere runners broke the

"I think a lot of people were shocked 


by our coming on like this," Rog said 
this week. "We surprised a lot of people, 
and it might even have been a surprise 
to the boys of Belvidere. 


"What I'd like to do, naturally. Is build 


a dynasty-here. You know how they al- 
ways associate cross country with York 
and wrestling with DeKalb and places 
like that. I'd like people to think of cross 
country and think of Belvidere." 


Fredrickson, who admits he took a few 


years to "find myself," is ecstatic with 
the chain of events that brought him to 
Belvidere and gave him this chance. He 
also will work with the distance runners 
In track. 


"I had never lost my love for running,

"even though I was away from it several 
years. It's always been a love of mine." 


Even dart shooters face 
'shakes' at tourney time 


The areas on a dart board divided by 


wire Into wedges are called pies. At the 
outer edge of each pic Is a thin strip 
worth double the point total of each plo. 
Halfway down the pie Is another smaller 
strip worth three times the points. 


To begin a game of 301, the traditional 


event used for major dart tournaments, 
the shooter must score a double. Like- 
wise, tho game, which Involves hitting 
points and subtracting them from 301 
down to zero, must end on a double num- 
ber. 


Wayne Ely, who is tall and friendly 


looking and starting to lose it In the 
waistline, speaks In owe of men who can 
shoot games of 501, two hundred points 
harder than 301, in a dozen darts. World 
champions and people like that do It oc- 
casionally but Ely Is only the champion 
of a singles bar, Butch McGulro's, and 
while he can sometimes shoot an eleven 
dart 301 game he wouldn't want to have 
to do It for a living. 


"Now, I'm throwing pretty good 


tonight." Ely said, practicing on the 
board In his den, "but when I get up In a 
tournament I start to get the shakes and 
that's It. 


"There ore guys In Chicago, which Is a 


groat dart city by tho way, like Danny 
Puclllo, who are some of the best shoot- 
ers In tho country. I've played him a few 
times and beat him every once In a 
while. Darts Is like that old cliche In foot- 
ball about a team being capable of beat- 
ing any other team on any given day.

"It con be done but I usually can't 


shoot with Puclllo. He's just so good." 


Ely Is 32, and with his brother runs a 


trucking business. When he got out of the 
service In 1966 he started hanging around 
bars, trying to find things to do and 
eventually stumbled on the darts. Ely's 
been shooting ever since, though not ev- 
ery night as he used to. He got married 
to Laura, and had to cutback. 


Staying married is quite a challenge to 


some dart shooters. Especially If the 
wife doesn't participate. 


"When I first started going out with 


Wayne," said Laura, "I'd spend a lot of 
time sitting at a table In some bar with 
the other wives and girlfriends watching 
these guys shoot darts. 


"I finally wised up and started shoot- 


Ing myself. Some of the others never 
learned. They became what we call 'dart 
widows.'" 


For all his reverence of the higher 


deities of his sport, Ely isn't afraid to be 
In their competitive company. With Bill 


Fitzgerald, Ely's regular doubles part- 
ner, they made a flight to Philadelphia 
to take part in a national tournament. 


"We went out there having no chance 


of winning'anything," Ely said. "I was 
just Interested to see how I did and to 
see some of these guys shoot." 


THE TOURNAMENT was attended by 


all manner of dart celebrities and leg- 
ends There was the champion of Mis- 
souri* who boasts of being able to put 25 
darts In the bull at one time. The trick 
Involves laying the darts In a precise or- 
der. Ely has seen him do 10 but the Mis- 
souri champ doesn't think that is such 
a big deal. 


There Is another character called Tex 


who has a set of darts for all possible 
uses. He carries them in little pouches 
strung on his belt like scalps. After each 
tournament he destroys his current set 
mid buys a new one. Ely felt Tex would 
be in Philadelphia and would shoot pret-

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Fredrickson was one of the most prom- 


ising young distance runners in high 
school ranks around 1960, but he admits 
that "personal problems came up and 
made things difficult for awhile." 


He joined the Army, where he contin- 


ued to run, and then worked at several 
jobs before attending Harper Junior Col- 
lege. He went to Northern Illinois Univer- 
sity, kept active with physical education 
through the Turner Organization In Chi- 
cago, and took the frosh-soph cross conn- 
try position at Arlington under Bruce Sa- 
ra oorc. 


"I enjoyed my association with Bruce 


and Arlington," he said. "I can't say 
enough for what Bruce has done for me, 


and it was a pleasure to return to where 
I went to high school. But I knew I bad 
to make a break to see if I could find a 
teaching job. The only thing available at 
Arlington was in study hall supervision." 


Fredrickson left Arlington after the 


cross country season and started his 
search for a coaching and teaching posi- 
tion suitable to his background. He look- 
ed In California. He tried Iowa. He 
wound up back in Illinois. 


"The Belvidere opening was the per- 


fect combination," he said, "particularly 
because of my background In academics. 
I was able to teach health. It just worked 
out perfectly and then I was fortunate to 
have some nice recommendations from 
people I had been associated with. 


"Joe Newton. York's coach and a 


friend of mine since my running days, 
says that one of the biggest things I have 
going for me' Is my enthusiasm. I don't 
want to ever lose that." 


Fredrickson changed the training pro- 


gram at Belvidere, lengthening the runs 
in the workouts, but didn't limit himself 
just to a concern over technique* in 
building the sport. 


"You have to teach dedication, will- 


power and pride — in yourself, in your 


school, even in your .community," 'he. 
said. "I've given many speeches to'the 
boys. Cross country is a very demanding 
sport, There are no tiirieouts. Once "you 
start, you just have to keep'golng." ^ 


"I've been; "working, with, some "fine 


kids, real gentlemen^ It's aiarming^om- 
munity-here, and J pick" up a couple kldi 
at the farms on the way to school. -Ufc 
pretty out here. And you know why some 
of my boys had-to miss practice? They 
had to freeze carrots or bale bay'or. do 
some canning. Heck a boy missed prac- 
tice one day because he had to help give 
birth to a calf." 


Roger Ftedrickson has waited a long 


time for this opportunity. He had to find 
himself, "grow up"-as he says, and now 
he has that opportunity In a job he thor- 
oughly enjoys. 


"I love the "escape of cross country," 


he said. "I love to see the boys run out of 
those trees at our course, Spencer Park 
- that's beautiful. 


"And there are some real beautiful

Far East expresses dismay, 
regret at Little League move 


Nationalist Chinese sports officials 


Tuesday expressed dismay and regret 
over the U. S. Little League's decision to 
limit future play to only American 
teams. 


One said he found it hard to believe 


that American sports authorities, who 
are known to value the spirit of fair play, 
resorted to a practice of "if you can't 
beat them, ban them." 


Peter J. McGovern, chief executive of- 


ficer and board-chairman of the Little 
League, announced Monday at the 
league's headquarters in WUliamsport, 
Pa., that World Series play beginning 
next year will be limited to the four U. S. 
regional champions. He declined to give 
a reason. 


Teams from Taiwan, competed of 


youngsters below 13 years of age, have 
won five of the past six Little League 
World Series and the last four in a row. 
The trend showed that the Taiwanese 
would continue to domlmte the league in 
years to come. 


Halch Kuo-cheng, a legislator and 


chairman of the Baseball Association on 
Taiwan, said the Little League decision 
was a "regrettable one." 


He said he would appeal to the Little 


League for reconsideration of its deci- 
sion. "A World Series with only Ameri- 
can teams participating cannot be a 
World Series," be said. He said he hoped 
at least that American sports authorities 
would permit "our little baseball players 
and their American counterparts to ex- 
change visits in the future so that they 
can continue to enjoy competing with 
each other."

Sports authorities here said they sus- 
pected a ban was coming but they 
were still shocked that it came without 
any warning. 


A spokesman for the Japan Little 


League Baseball Association Tuesday, 
regretted the Little League's announce- 
ment Monday to confine Its World Series 
next year to teams from the United 
States 


Takeshi Matsui, JLLBA executive sec- 


retary, said, "We regret very much that 
the World Series with teams competing 
from outside the United States has been 
canceled. This will eliminate the big ob- 
jective held by all the Little League 
teams In Japan — that of going to Wll- 
llamsport for the World Series." 


"We have not yet received official in- 


formation about the reason for the con- 
finement of the World Series to teams 
only from the United States and there- 
fore cannot comment further," Matsui 
said. 


Teams from Taiwan won the World 


Series the past four years. Japan won In 
1967 and 1968. 


Matsui, however, said the Little 


League program will be continued in Ja- 
pan. He said there are about 400 teams 
In Japan. 


"We will try to develop the Little 


League program with the teams in the 
Far East," Matsui said.

be. identified, was "Is it because teams 
in the United States cannot win?"

That 
was the toughest toes we've ever had to 
swallow and U took us a long time to 
recover. 


"I think we found ourselves playing 


ealy good raoagb to win In a couple of 
•Itaatloas," Barro admitted, "la some 
case*, we lacked that killer InsUact to 
pal teams away. 


"We got trapped in that respect a 


couple times," he continued. "I couldn't 
help but think that a few more minutes 
on the dock would have toned a couple 
games around for us, too. 


"Yes, we were seriously thinking about 


an unbeaten year," Barro admitted, "but 
things Just never fell Into place for as. 
There was one thing I overlooked. I knew 
the South would be tough, but having 
never played in It before, I under- 
estimated exactly bow tough it was. I've 
never seen a more balanced league." 


The Mustangs' undefeated status didn't 


survive the season opener which North 
Division champ Hersey dominated, 2*6, 
But CHcagoland All-Area quarterback 
Steve Breitbeil quickly pointed Meadows 
back into title contention.

Ely's set of accudarts weigh 26 grams, 
cost the big money, and possess break 
away flights (the feathers at the end of 
the shaft that guide the dart) so the 
darts wont bounce off each other and 
fail to stick.

...Oakland's Iron man 


In the beginning, 
there was Otto... 


by M.UIUtAY OLDERMAN 


OAKLAND, CaUf. - 
(NBA) Every 


game the number mounts . . . It's now 
up to 205. No man in the history of pro- 
fessional football has played more regu- 
lar season games consecutively than Jim 
Otto. th» bump-nosed center of the Oak- 
land Raiders. 


George Blanda. his teammate, shares 


the record conjunctively as It mounts 
each week, but where George, an ancient 
47, simply wings his right foot In a pend- 
ulum at the ball three or four or five 
times a game, Otto Is in on the muscle- 
taxing exertions and body-bumping vio- 
lence that go with being In the pit, the 
front line, of pro football. (Right behind 
both of them Is former Palatine prep Len 
Rhode, who plays tackle for San Fran- 
cisco and has played In 2M straight 
games.) 


Jim has started every regular season 


and championship game the Oakland 
Raiders have ever played, going back to 
their year of beginning in 1060. He is 36 
yean old. and athletic twilight is begin- 
ning to shroud his efforts in a game that 
was designed for the uninhibited bone- 
bruising of young men. 


Jim Otto still bend* over the hnll to put 


the Oakland Raiders offenio Into action 
when a game starts, but by the fourth 
quarter he has begun to case over to the 
sideline occasionally so Dave Dalhy, who 
I* 23 years old and solidly bunched at 240 
pounds, ean deliver fresh Impetus to the 
snap of the ball — and accumulate expe- 
rience for the Imminent. Inevitable mo- 
ment that Jim Olio quit* pla>lag. 


It's really phenomenal that for IS 


straight years in as physically arduous a 
sport as pro football, in the middle of tho 
action, Otto never has failed to come up 
ready for a game. Or that tho demands 
of his position haven't changed drastical- 
ly enough to leave him behind. 


The closest Otto ever cnmc to being 


out of commission was in 1961, his sec- 
ond year of pro- ball. It was Ernie Ladd's 
rookie year in pro ball. Ladd was a 317- 
pound defensive tackle for the San Diego 
Chargers who stood 8 feet 0 inches tall. 
Otto was still building up to his present 
230 pounds. Otto, having successfully 
fought off Ladd for an entire game In 
San Diego, was selected the Raiders' 
player of tho week. When the teams were 


rcmntchcd In Oakland a month later, 
Jim, with the bluster of youth, showed 
up at a Raider luncheon and said, "I 
knocked him on his butt last time, and 
I'll do It again this week."- 


A San Diego publicist heard him and 


conveyed the message back to the Char- 
gers. 


"They came snarling out of the dress- 


ing room before.the game," recalls-Jim, 
"yelling, 'Get Otto! Get Otto!" 


"They carried me out in the second 


quarter. I had a hip pointer. I had In- 
jured the diaphragm where it attaches to 
the Hum." 


But he started again the next week, 


and ever after, too, despite a couple of 
concussions and diverse minor injuries. 


"Now," says Jim, "when11 talk about 


my opponents, I use a little diplomacy." 


Talent-wise, he doesn't find they have 


changed, nor physically, because they 
couldn't come any bigger than Ladd. And 
the odd-man line, with a tackle playing 
on the nose of'the center, which was so

Congress Hotel, Chicago. 


The closing arguments will end the 


hearings which began in September on 
whether Whlpple's school psychologist 
certificate should be revoked. The bond 
is expected to begin deliberations on the 
case Saturday and may announce its ver- 
dict that day. 


Martwick and a group of former staff 


members from Dwyer have charged that 
Whipple illegally acted as an adminis- 
trator at the school, even though he does 
not have the required school adminis- 
tration certificate. They also have 
charged that he allowed child abuse, in- 
cluding excessive paddling, to occur at 
the school and that be employed unquali- 
fied people as staff members. 


THE CHARGES AGAINST Whipple 


wert first made in July. In August, 
Martwick suspended his school psy- 
chologist certificate and recommended to 
the certification board that his certificate 
be revoked.

Messiahs are now a dime a dozen

When Sun Myung Moon was growing 


Into manhood In Korea, his biographers 
say he received a series of revelations 
from Jesus Christ. One of the revelations 
was a saintly admission by Jesus that He 
had failed In His own earthly attempt to 
bring about a perfect world and thus had 
decided another Messiah must return to 
the bosom of man and try again to save 
humankind. 


Guess who the new Messiah Is. 
Sun Myung Mooi has become the Rev. 


Sun Myung Moon today and though he 
coyly refuses to link his own person with 
that of the new Messiah, he docs not ob- 
ject when his followers do. And they do. 
Oh. they do. "Rev. Moon." says one dis- 
ciple at age 16, "Is truly the now savior." 


If ho Is, he seems to have a lot of com- 


pany. In the wake of a religious revival 
that ranges from super-serious to spiritu- 
al chic, new redeemers are a dime a doz- 
en. Several appear weekly to pass out 
literature In front of the White House. 
The University of California's campus at 
Berkeley Is said to have more new redee- 
mers per hectare than any other spot on 
earth. "Anybody with a soapbox," says 
California's Dr. Stllson Judah, who is 
writing a book on Eastern mysticism, 
"can gather a following of believers with 
a single speech." 


ONE REASON FOR this susceptibility 


Is, as a Berkeley theologlcan, the Rev. 
Donald Heinz, says, everybody Is looking 
for a private savior, "someone with 
whom ho can personally Identify." 


The search Is neither historically un- 


usual nor especially sudden. Heinz says 
that even the dlehards who stick with 
Jesus do so for different reasons; some 
see Christ as a disciplinarian, others 
view him as hearts-and-flowcrs. 


In a recent book on the subject, author 


William Emerson says that people 
through the ages have revised the real 
Jesus into the sort of redeemer "they 
could live with." 


And when Jesus can't be made over 


adequately, many look for a more fitting 
alternative. Thus at a time when the reli- 
gious experiment is growing in one min- 
ister's words, "everywhere but in the 
church," virtually every group, sect, 
race or woodworker's union has adopted 
its own redeemer. 


Hollywood children go to rhythm-and- 


rellglon baptisms in Fat Boone's back- 
yard swimming pool. Wlnos on New 
York's Bowery believe In one of several 
sidewalk ministers. 


THE SICK, the old and the feeble 


claim new hope In the hands of a variety 
of psychic "healers" such as ex-convict 
Norbu Chen and Chicago " minister-mlr- 
acle worker" John Scuddcr. 


Even the poor who want to be rich — 


certainly a substantial congregation — 
have found in black preacher Frederick 
Elkcntrotter something to believe in. 
Rev. Iko as he's called, appears before 
his minions dressed in patent leather 
shoes and silk shirt to concentrate more 
on the mortgage money here on earth 
than any kingdom In heaven. 


"You can't lose with the stuff I use," 


he Insists. He says those who send him 
the necessary key money will unlock the 
secrets to personal treasure. He has 
"witnesses," such as one time "down- 
nnd-outcr" Ernest Henry Adams, who 
claim to have gone from rags to riches 
simply by listening to a Rev. Ike radio 
program or sending away for a Rev. Ike 
prayer cloth. 


But Ike and most of tho other new- 


comers simply can't hold Sun Myung 
Moon's Bible when It comes to attracting 
devotees. Despite a curious mixture of 
p a t r i o t i c pronouncements and dls-. 


comforting rituals — Moon preaches 
anti-communism and claims to commu- 
nicate with the dead — the redeemer's 
"Unification Church" claims 10,000 mem- 
bers in America and 2 million more 
throughout the world. 


In Washington alone, hundreds of belie- 


vers peddle flowers in the street for 
'Moon's mission and plaster his picture 
on every available wall. 


THE KOREAN'S success puzzles ortho- 


dox religion. Moon had been labeled a 
fraud In his native country and booted 
out of an early alliance with the Presby- 
terian Church. Once divorced himself, he 
has totalitarian views concerning mar- 
riage, insists on approving all unions 
among his staff members and has been 
charged by some with interfering in the 
private lives of followers. One woman 
says he broke up her marriage, then 
placed her children hi a nursery where 
they have been taught that Moon and his 
second wife are their parents. 


Yet his partisans Increase. Why? Theo- 


logian Heinz, who is researching new re- 
ligions for a National Council of 
Churches study, says there is an "apoc- 
alyptic mood" In the nation today which 
has opened a gap needing to be filled. 


"People are realizing that the old solu- 


tions are not working anymore. Sex roles 
are changing, the family structure Is 
being altered and political leaders at* 
suspect" Thus the search for new faces, 
now hope and new salvation possibilities. 


The search has been aggravated by 


failures in the established religions. Dr. 
Norman Vincent Peale says that for 
years, while a spiritual vacuum grew in 
the congregations, many ministers "Just 
sat back and shuffled papers." 


"As established religion failed," adds 


the NCC's Dr. Jorge Lara Braud, "Our 
generation became almost biblically Illit-

Protestant hypocrisy 


Long after he had become a millionaire several times over, 


comedian Bob Hope continued his entertaining of U.S. troops 
In Vietnam, a contribution that had won him the deep grat- 
itude of millions of GIs overseas during World War II. 


No one during World War II over suggested that Hope ei- 


ther loved war or was an instrument of President Roosevelt's 
foreign or military policy. 


But tho long U.S. involvement In Vietnam was so question- 


cble that numbers of militant clergy critics concuded that 
Hope's annually spending Christmas trying to bring some 
cheer to lonely soldiers was almost a war crime. 


Hence, by the narrow margin of three votes, such clergy 


were able to oblige the Protestant Council of New York to 
reverse its previously announced decision to award Bob Hope 
the annual "Family of Man" award. 


HOPE GOOD-NATUREDLY responded to this monumental 


insult by remarking that he already had received a great 
many awards. 


For some reason or another, there was no such reversal 


when this award was announced as being made to Presidents 
John Kennedy, Lyndon Johnson and Richard Nixon as well as 
Dr. Henry Kissinger, none of whom were prominent as Viet- 
namese war protesters. (They were, or are, all prominent 
and powerful enough, however, to draw a good crowd to the 
annual "Family of Man" dinner.) 


The 1974 recipient of this award, by vote of tho city's 1,700- 


member churches and 2,000 affiliated business firms, is the 
Rev. William Tolbert Jr., president of the Republic of Liberia 
since 1971, and, since 1951, vice president to the late Llbcrian 
strongman William Tubman. 


Is there careful investigation of all recipients of this award 


for "broad massive contributions to humanity ... all man- 
kind as one family under God"? 


"We try to be careful," replied the council's top executive, 


the Rev. Dr. Dan Potter. 


HAS THE COUNCIL gone on record in opposition to racial 


segregation? 


"By all means," replied the Rev. Dr. Potter. "There have 


been repeated resolutions condemning racial segregation." 


Then what does the Protestant Council of New York make 


of Article 5, Sections 12 and 13 of the Constitution of the 
Republic of Liberia, to wit: 


"No person shall be entitled to hold real estate in this 


Republic unless he be a citizen of same ... None but Negro- 
es, or persons of Negro descent shall be eligible to citizenship 
in this Republic." 


After a brief but pregnant pause, Potter answered, "I 


didn't know about (hose provisions. But should a mother say 
to her child 'I can't love you because you smoke'?" 


INDEED NOT. One child of God who smokes, and Is head 


of another racially segregated African country, is Prime Min- 
ister Baltazar Johannes Vorster of the Republic of South Af- 
rica. 


But since the segregation in South Africa Is Imposed by 


whites rather than by blacks (as in Liberia), Dr. Vorster is 
not at all likely to be honored as In President Tolbert's cita- 
tion: 


"Leader of one of Africa's most progressive republics ... 


continued eommitnunt as a Baptist minister to the Christian 
religion in Africa ... His faith and ideals have been trans- 
lated Into concrete actions." 


erate and the spiritual market went up 
for grabs." 


YOUNG PEOPLE have been grabbed 


most easily. As Maureen Orth in "The 
Whole Earth Catalogue" writes: "Acid 
trips hi seventh grade, sex in the eighth, 
Vietnam and irrelevant parents — no 
wonder Jesus is making a comeback!" . 
Many evangelistic new redeemers have' 
taken to white bucks and bell bottoms to 
push their saiespitch, "Brother-do-you- 
know-the-Lord?" 


But the redeemer movement is not 


only of the young and of Jesus. Sophis- 
tication has set in. Eastern meditation 
has attracted a half million faithful hi a 
short time, Satanism is openly practiced, 
100,000 Catholics have taken to Pentecos- 
talism — and the grabbing now is as 
likely to be for the middle-aged middle 
class as the teenyboppers. 


"I'm 40 years old," says former public' 


relations man Joe Anctil, "but up until a 
few months ago I had no Idea of becom- 
ing religious." Then he attended a Texas 
rally for a 16-year-old Indian guru named 
MaharaJ Ji and "got hooked." ' 


Anctil, sharp and nobody's fool, says he 


sees God In the guru and the guru sees 
God in-him. "We have a little over B 
million people who've received knowl- 
edge from the Maharaj JI, and Increas- 
ingly we are getting business men and 
women." 


Thus it is that observers feel the fad- 


distic elements may be leaving the 
redeemer movement. "The screwballs," 
says author-minister Ed Plowman, "are 
now attracting quality people." Many of 
whom apparently, but still inexplicably, 
believe Jesus and Buddha, the Devil, 
etc.. have come again In the form of Ko- 
reans, Indians, itinerate southern preach- 
ers and occasionally, more obvious ne'er- 
do-wells."-

Aquinas reappraised 
in 700th year of death 


To his classmates, as G. K. Chesterton 


reminds us in Ms delightful biography, 
Thomas Aquinas was known as "the 
dumb ox." 


History, however, has looked differ- 


ently on the mind of Aquinas and the 
nickname that has stuck has not been 
"dumb ox" but "the Angelic Doctor." 


This year marks the 700th anniversary 


of the death of Aquinas and therefore 
brings a whole series of reappraisals of 
both his life and work. 


It has been marked, for example, by a 


major new biography of Aquinas, James 
A. Weishelpl's 
'Friar Thomas 


D'Aqulno," along with a new edition of 
Chesterton's "Saint Thomas Aquinas; 
"The Dumb Ox1" both Doubleday, the 
latter a Doubleday Image paperback. 


IN ADDITION, such magazines as the 


liberal Protestant "Christian Century" 
and the conservative Protestant "Chris- 
tianity Today" nave both run reapprais- 
als of Aquinas. 


It is noteworthy that contemporary 


commemorations mark Aquinas' death 
and not his birth. 
"That is partly because very little is ac- 
tually known about his life. His date of 
birth is uncertain and for a long time his 
place of birth was a matter of scholarly 
dispute. 


What is certain is that Aquinas was 


born into a turbulent age, not unlike this 
one, marked by many of the same prob- 
lems as this one — urban squalor, uni- 
versity unrest, economic inflation and 
uncertainty, and 
exciting 
scientific 


breakthroughs. 


All of these seemed to conspire against 


tho faith of the church. 


ONE EXAMPLE OF the turmoil of the 


time touched Aquinas' life very directly. 
In 1244, after leaving the Benedictine mo- 
nastery, Aquinas Joined the still emerg- 
ing Dominican order — a radical group 
stressing voluntary poverty, missionary

zeal and a strong return to tht Bible. His 
Joining the Dominicans brought him into 
conflict with his family and they kid- 
napped him and held him under house 
arrest for a time. 


A year later* the young man was in 


Paris, studying at the university under 
Albert the Great, one of the most 
brilliant of the medieval minds. It was 
there that Aquinas, soon to be one of 
Christianity's greatest missionaries to in- 
tellectuals, acquired the nick-name "the 
Dumb-Ox." 


Thomas' great contribution was in the 


appropriation of Aristotelian thought for 
theology. 


Aristotle's thought was at that time the 


primary vehicle for a scientific challenge 
to the faith of the church, but Aquinas 
argued that all philosophical truth has a 
place within Christian thought. 


DAVID TRACY, writing on Aquinas in 


the Christian Century, summarizes the 
enduring importance of his contribution: 


"In my view, the ideal that Aquinas 


set up for a Christian theology — an 
ideal which asked for an attempt at a 
systematic understanding of the relation- 
ships between secular philosophical self- 
understanding and the principal mean- 
ings of the Christian tradition — is one 
that remains as correct... as when it 
was first formulated."

Gerald Ford's closest adviiers, Rumsfeld 
told an informal gathering of reporters 
that he had attempted to divorce himself 
from "substantive issues" in White House 
policy, acting more as a personal aide to 
the President 


He did, however, reveal a couple of 


high-level decisions on current matters: 


• White House policies on nominations 


wi!l be redesigned in light of the with- 
drawal of the name of Andrew Gibson as 
commissioner of the Federal Energy 
Commission. 


• Wednesday's attack on nationalists 


by the U.S. Embassy in Tokyo would not 
disrupt the President's visit to Japan, 
scheduled to begin Sunday. 


Rumsfeld consistently plays down his 


Importance in the President's retinue. 
Asked if his title was "special assistant 
to the President," he smiled wearily, 
"Just assistant to the President. There's 
nothing special about me." 


BUT WHEN ASKED if he aspired to a 


cabinet post, he rapped in a tone of half- 
amusement, half-anger, "I AM a mem- 
ber of the cabinet" 


At 42,Rumsfeld is clearly recognizable 


as the crew-cut, readily smiling former 
Navy lieutenant first elected in 1962 for 
congressman from the North Shore and 
Northwest suburbs. A pah* of steel-rim- 


med spectacles, a grayness of fatigue 
around the eyes, a noticeable loss of 
weigM, all testify, however, to the strain 
of his job as White House chief of staff in 
the borning days of the Ford adminis- 
tration. 


It was a job he resisted.

upset with low student scores on stan- 
dardized tests questioned members of 
the Whenllng-Buffalo G.sve Dlst. 21 
Board of Education Thursday night. 


The parents wanted to know why stu- 


dents are getting only average scores on 
nationwide tests In a community with 
above-average Income, educational lev- 
els and educational resources! 


"I think there's a failure some place 


when we come out with average scores— 
when you figure all the 'above average' 
we're putting into the district," said Su- 
san Rose, a board member who agreed 
with the parents. 


According to scores on tests taken last 


spring by Dlst. 21 students, the majority 
of students faU near the 50th pcrcentUe, 
which Is considered the average level na- 
tionwide.

Grades are given on the basis of the stu- 
dent's individual performance, not his 
performance n comparison with other 
students. 


The womun, who refused to identify 


herself, said teachers are reluctnat to 
compare students, which makes it diffi- 
cult for parents to know where they can 
help. 


Another woman, who also refused to 


identify herself, said before the meeting 
that she wanted to know which subject 
areas that Dlst. 21 students are having 
trouble'with and what the district is 
doing to help. Others questioned the va- 
lidity of the standardized tests In mea- 
suring ctudent skills.

cials. 


Under the agreement, the state wiU fi- 


nance sodding and the planting of 45 turn- 
eylocust trees while the village will be 
responsible for any landscaping beyond 
that and all maintenance. 


A MEDIAN DESIGN, worked out in a 


compromise between village officials and 
community business leaders, calls for al- 
ternating sections of landscaped and 
mountable dividers on Dundee Road. 


Kennedy said the landscaping funds 


became available as a result of the com- 
promise because the state was not re- 
quired to pour costly asphalt medians 
along the entire 2-mile stretch in Buffalo 
Grove.

Nl-Gas increase to cost 
you $1.90 a month more 


The Illinois Commerce Commission 


Thursday granted Northern Illinois 
Gas Co. a $62 6 million rate increase, 
which will cost the average residen- 
tial customer $1.90 more a month. 


Nl-Gas, which serves 1.2 million 


customers In the northern third of H- 
Unols, had asked for a $73.4 million 
Increase, or 15.1 per cent. 


The ICC granted NI-Gas- the full 


rate Increase sought for commercial 
and Industrial customers—$3641 mil- 
lion — but cut the amount asked for 
residential customers and schools 
from $38.5 million to $25.7 million. 
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The rate Increases will become ef- 


fective within a few days. 


More than 90 per cent of NI-Gas 


customers are residential gas users. 
The company does not serve the city 
of Chicago or some North Shore sub- 
urbs. 


NI-Gas asked for the Increase last 


December, and the ICC held 11 
months of hearings on the request 
before granting the hike. NI-Gas said 
the Increase Is the first general rate 
hike In the company's 20-year his- 
tory. 
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School records go public Wednesday 


Some officials believe students will suffer in long run

Parents across the nation will be able 


to walk Into their local school office and 
inspect their child's school record after a 
new federal law takes effect Wednesday. 


Northwest suburban school files have 


been open to parents for yean in keeping 
with a ruling of the Illinois Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. 


But some school officials are afraid the 


new law may tie the hands of teachers 
and counselors who make comments in 
the records. They may become even 
more selective of the information they 
keep on students and Information which 
could be used to help a student will no 
longer be recorded. 


THE NEW LAW.'which gives parents 


and students older than 18 the right to 
Inspect records and request a bearing to 
challenge the contents of the records, 
was passed by, Congress and signed into 


law by President Gerald Ford last Au- 
gust. Schools that don't comply could 
lose federal funds. 


"We're looking at it very closely," said 


William Sullivan, executive director of 
the Illinois Principals Assn. He said he 
has heard that some states are advising 
school officials to go through student 
files and weed out information that could 
be objectionable. Sullivan finds that ad- 
vice "unfortunate." 


The Cle is designed to help students, 


said Sullivan. "Why keep a cumulative 
file if it doesn't include everything? If it 
is Important enough to put in there in the 
first place it shouldn't be taken out" 


"I feel the majority of the school dis- 


tricts have done a good job of maintain- 
ing the school records over the years," 
said William Peterson, director of the Il- 
linois Assn. of School Boards. 


PETERSON HAS A suggestion that 


may protect school districts and still in- 
clude helpful information in school 
records. If a school finds it beneficial to 
the students to make "subjective judg- 
ments" about family life, it should ask 
parents to sign reports containing the in- 
formation, he said. For instance, if the 
father is an alcoholic and it affects the 
student's work in school, the school 
should ask the parents' consent before 
placing that information in the student's 
file. 


Potential libel suits against teachers 


are "one of my real concerns" about the 
new law, said Curtiss Plott, executive 
secretary of the Illinois Education Assn. 
Comments made in student files could be 
taken out of context and used by a par- 
ent who has "an axe to grind with a par- 
ticular teacher or counselor," be said. 


Teachers "shouldn't be writing any-

Buffalo Grove and Wheeling. 


The most spectacular recent example 


of vandalism was the June 8 flrebomblng 
of the Wheeling High School library 
which caused an estimated $330,000 to 
i'00,000 damage. In addition, Wheeling- 
Buffalo Grove Scliool Dist. 21 officials 
say schools have suffered more than 
117,000 damage in the past nine months. 


Vandalism hits the homeowner in the 


pocket Just as hard when taxes must be 
UMd to repair damage to schools, parks 
ond village property as when broken win- 
dows in homes and damaged lawns and 
mailboxes have to be fixed. 


BUFFALO GROVE Police Chief Harry 


J. Walsh laid most of the blame for van- 
dalism to a lack of respect for property. 


"People no longer have any more re- 


spect for other people's property," he 
said, adding that such respect usually Is 
learned In the home. 


"If they haven't learned respect for 


property In the home, they probably 
won't learn It In school," Walsh said. He 
said police took slides of damage at 
School Dist. 06 and then presented the 
slides and a lecture to students at school 
assemblies. 


The figures show vandalism is up in 


Buffalo Grove. Walsh said 55 cases were 
reported In October this year while only 
27 were reported last October. The total 
for the year stands at 393, well over one 
Incident a day, he said. 


Figures were not available from the 


Wheeling Police Dent.,-but Lt. Thomas 
Cocte said, "Yes, vandalism is a prob- 
lem. It is a growing problem." 


CONTE AGREED with Walsh that the 


solution to the vandalism problem with 
the best hope for success is training at 
hume. He said it would help even if par- 
ents "became more aware of where their 
children were at night." 


"There isn't a hell of a lot you can do 


to combat It (vandalism), to knock it 
down," Conte said, referring to the police 
department's problem of trying to cut 
down vandalsim. 


Walsh said police are aiming for more 


visible patrol. Making the police pres- 
ence known might cut down some van- 
dalism, Walsh said, but a lot of the van- 


dalism happens inside schools where 
there Is no police patrol. 


Conte said vandalism could be the re- 


sult of boredom, hyperactivity or even 
revenge. 


"Psychologists have been pondering 


for eons and have not come up with any 
pat answers," he said. "I think1 a tot of it 
will go back to parental attitudes but not 
in all cases." 


IN WHEELING the usual targets of 


vandalism are abandoned buildings, such 
as gas stations, or homes or apartments 
under construction. "Vandals are at- 
tracted if there's nobody around to pro- 
tect a place," Conte said. 


Wheeling Village Mgr.' George Passolt 


said there has been little damage lately 
to village property, althought the village 


raised some street signs by about three 
feet because they kept being stolen from 
the poles. He also said there is the occa- 
tional painting of a water tower or van- 
dalism of equipment at a road construc- 
tion site. 


Buffalo Grove Park Director Stanley 


B. Crosland said the park district has 
had between $1,000 and $1,200 damage 
since spring. The damage has included 
broken windows, broken security lights 
and vandalism to drinking fountains and 
shrubbery. 


Crosland said the biggest headache is 


Kilmer Park, which Is near the Dist. 21 
Kilmer School. The park'is in a relative- 
ly secluded area and Is vandalized more 
often, Crosland said. 


BUFFALO GROVE Village Mgr. Dan- 


lei Larson has said that vandalism to vil- 
lage trucks and oquipment costs the tax- 
payers more than $25,000 a year. Larson, 
therefore, is recommending that a public 
works garage be built to provide protec- 
tion for the equipment when it Is not in 
use. Currently, such equipment is kept ic 
a large municipal parking lot, which is 
unfenced and unguarded. 


Dist. 21 Supt. Kenneth Gill said the 


problem is district wide,* but feels it is 
normal and not overly excessive com- 
pared to previous years. 


"Any vandalism is'ridiculous. It's real- 


ly sick. Even breaking windows should 
be stopped. The courts and everyone 
should take it more seriously. It doesn't 
have any market on social or economic 
groups at all."

Area admissions low to mental hospitals 


The stigma attached to state mental 


Institutions may be the reason for the 
low number of admissions to Elgin State 
Hospital from the Northwest suburbs, a 
\\ 
hospital official has said. 


Angelo Campagna, director of the 


north service center for Elgin State Hos- 
pital, told the Schaumburg Township 
Mental Health Board this week that only 
about three or four persons a month 
from the Elk Grovo-Schaumburg town- 
ihips area are admitted to the hospital. 


Campagna said the two-township figure 


was about on pnr with admission rates in 
areas from Highland Park through Ar- 
lington Heights and that the only high 
area of admissions In the northwest area 
was from Maine Township. He added 
that these admission statistics were low 
compared to a Lake County area near 
North Chicago and Waukcgan, where 
there mny be as many as 25 or 30 admis- 
sions within a month. 


THE DIRECTOR said he did not know 


the real reason {or tho tow figure from 
the area, but noted that people may bo 
taking their relatives to local hospitals 


for short-term care rather than to a state 
hospital. "There's a strong stigma still 
attached with state hospitals. "Some 
people will BO through their life savings 
rather than send relatives to a state hos- 
pital." 


Jerry Warwak, mental health board 


chairman, said she was surprised at the 
low number of admissions from the area 
because there arc so many young people 
habitually using drugs. 


Campagna sold It is difficult to "get a 


full handle" on tho number of persons In 
the community actually suffering from 
mental health deficiencies. 


The board is attempting to find statis- 


tics to project a need for the township. 
Mrs. Warwak said coordination among 
various area health-care agencies appar- 
ently is needed. "Everyone expects that 
the other person is doing it." 


CAMPAGNA SAID even as late aa 1968 


(here were atill some wards at Elgin 
State Hospital, where patients ran 
around naked without supervision and 
some sat In their own urine. But he noted 
tho hospital has made many changes 


since then. He added that the facility, 
which has been criticized for doctor use 
'of medication resulting in deaths, needs 
financial help and that doctors are now 
"gun shy" of using medication.. 


The board discussed investigation of a 


need for a day hospital or halfway house, 
which would allow patients to work in 
the community and return at night for 
treatment. 


Campagna said the trend In the mental 


health field appeared headed in that di- 
rection. Ho explained that the decision 
making-of the.'last two state adminis- 
trations appeared to emphasize reducing 
state hospital populations. "The hope Is 
that eventually the community will pro- 
vide a full variety of services." 


In other business, Mrs. Warwak said 


applications for the vacant board seat • 
will still be taken at the township office, 
105 S. Rosdle Rd. The vacancy was 
created'with the resignation of Lester 
Arnold. Interested persons are encour-

The Chicago and North Western Ry. 


should se«k alternatives to another com- 
muter .M Increase to avoid "soaking 
the rider* again," Village Atty. Jack Sie- 
gel of Arlington Heights told the Illinois 
Commerce Commission Thursday. 


Slegel called for "a thorough and com- 


plete examination" of the railroad's jus- 
Uflcation for a proposed 7 per cent fare 
hike and Bald schedule changes or elimi- 
nation of unprofitable runs might be bet- 
ter than a fare hike. The rate hike would 
cost those using the downtown Arlington 
Heights station and tho Arlington Park 
station about W more on a mcnibly tick- 
et. 


The new hike, If approved, will be ef- 


fective Jan. 1. It will be the seventh hike 
in five years and amount to a 53 per cent 
Increase over the price of a 1969 monthly 
ticket. Arlington Heights was the only 
suburb to object formally to the rate In- 
crease at tho ICC hearing In Chicago 
Thunday. 


SIEGEL SAID that although the vil- 


lage has in tho past gone along with the 
railroad's request* for Increased fares, 
the village board decided to object to the 
current request because of economic 
pressures on village residents who com- 
mute on the trains. 


While citing the village's long history 


as a "satisfied customer" of the North 
Western, Siege! said the railroad's alle- 
gations that the cost of dlesel fuel will 
jump more than 5 cents per gallon dur-' 
Ing 1073 must be thoroughly Investigated. 
He also called for the railroad to prove 
the necessity of a 5 per cent pay increase 
for its employes. 


North Western officials who testified at 


the hearing sold that until the Regional 
Transportation Authority contracts with 


the railroad for commuter service some- 
time next summer, the company- has 
little alternative to ward off an antici- 
pated 129,000 deficit for 1975 other than 
to seek fare increases. 


HAROLD A. LENSKE, director of 


commuter services for the railroad, 
pointed to the Increased dlesel fuel costs 
and the expected wage hike of at least 5 
per cent to justify the additional $1.9 mil- 
lion In revenue that would be generated 
by the 7 per cent fare Increase. 


While the railroad does not expect to 


lose any riders because of the increased 
fares, Lcnsko said zidenhip may be 
down iwxt year because gasoline short- 
ages that forced motorists to take the 
train last winter are not expected again.

Race Track may also cut into ridershlp, 
he said. Next year's Arlington Park rac- 
ing schedule has not been set by the Illi- 
nois Racing Board.

In miserly doses these days to all ser- 
vants of the people. 


There were a few speculations on 


Thompson's political ambitions and one 
or two persons who questioned his will- 
ingness to speak at the dinner for free.

Resident raps 
failure to fix 
home's flaws

A homeowner in the Kingsberry subdi- 


vision has charged that building-code 
violations in her home have not been cor- 
rected despite promises from the builder 
since August that the problems would be 
resolved. 


Bonnie Cundiff, 711 Kenilworth Ct, 


who has lived in the subdivision for mora 
than one year, said the builder has been 
to her home many times "but all he ever 
does is come with a caulking gun." 


Mrs. Cundiff said she is continuing to 


have problems with water seepage from 
her walls and through doors but her 
greatest concern Is with the apparent im- 
proper Installation of her furnace and hot 
water tank, which fire department offi- 
cials say is a fire hazard. 


CAPT. RICHARD G. ARTHUR of the 


DCS Plaines Fire Dept inspected Mrs. 
Cundiff's house and found the potential 
fire threat In'a letter to Fire Chief Don- 
ald Corey, Arthur said a section of the 
drywall next to the furnace is missing 
and there is no way to know whether the 
drywall has been extended so the closet- 
typo opening for the furnace is enclosed 
as required by code. 


"The ceiling has an opening where the 


flue pipe disappears between the joist,". 
Arthur said in his letter. "The furnace 
pipe is improper since the American Gas 
Assn. requires this pipe be not less than 
a double-wall chimney vent pipe for ex- 
haust furnace fumes. 


"It is impossible to know if the house 


has a double wall chimney because of 
thn ceiling being affixed to the joist," the 
letter states. 


Arthur added that the furnace in Mrs. 


Cundlff's house does not meet wall or 
celling clearance requirements and the 
stack pipe for the hot water tank is im- 
properly installed for venting fumes. 


ARTHUR SAID he urged Mrs. Cundiff 


to install fire detectors in the basement 
and upper floor because without a dry- 
wall next to it the furnace could cause a 
fire if it builds up enough heat 


Arthur said the fire department does

Gas Co. a $62.8 million rate increase, 
which will cost the average residen- 
tial customer $1.90 more a month.

increase, or 15.1 per cent 


The ICC granted NI-Gai the full 


rate increase sought for commercial 
and Industrial customers — $38.8 mil- 
lion — but cut the amount asked for 
residential customers and school* 
from $36.5 million to $25.7 million. 


The rate Increases will become ef- 


fective within a few days. 


More than 90 per cent of NI-Gas

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School records go public 
Wednesday 


Some officials believe students will suffer in long run

Parents acrosi, the nation will be able 


to walk into their local school office and 
Inspect their child's school record after a 
new federal law takes effect Wednesday.. 


Northwest suburban school files have 


been open to'parents for years in keeping 
with a ruling of the Illinois Superintend- 
ent ot Public Instruction. 


But some school officials are afraid the 


new law may tie the-hands of teachers 
and counselors who make comments in 
the records. They may become even 
more selective of the information they 
'.pep on students and information which 
could bo used to help a student will no 
longer be recorded. 


THE NEW LAW. which gives parents 


and students, oldar than 18 the right to 
inspect records and request a hearing to 
challenge the contents of the records, 
was passed by Congress and signed into 


law by President Gerald Ford last Au- 
gust. Schools that don't comply could 
lose federal funds. 


"We're looking at it very closely," said 


William Sullivan, executive director of 
the Illinois Principals Assn. He said he. 
has heard that-some states are advising 
school officials to go through student 
flies and weed out information that could 
be objectionable. Sullivan finds that ad- 
vice "unfortunate." 


The file-is designed to help students, 


said Sullivan. "Why keep a cumulative 
file if it doesn't include everything? If it 
is important enough to put In there to the 
first place it shouldn't be taken out" 


"I feel the majority of the school dis- 


tricts have done a good job of m«lnfa«'n- 
ing the school records over the years," 
said William Peterson, director of the Il- 
linois Assn. of School Boards. 


PETERSON HAS A suggestion that 


may protect school districts and still in- 
clude helpful information in school 
records. If a school finds it beneficial to 
the students to make "subjective judg- 
ments" about family life, it should ask 
parents to sign reports containing the in- 
formation, be said. For instance, if the 
father is an alcoholic and it affects the 
student's work to school, the school 
should ask the parents' consent before 
placing that information in the student's 
file. 


Potential libel suits against teachers 


are "one of my real concerns" about the 
new law, said Curtis* Plott, executive 
secretary of the Illinois Education Assn. 
Comments made to student files could be 
taken out'of context and used by a pat- 
ent who has "an axe to grind with a par- 
ticular teacher or counselor," be said.

Slegel called for "a thorough and com- 


plete examination" of the railroad's jus- 
tification for a proposed 7 per cent fare 
hike and said schedule changes or elimi- 
nation of unprofitable runs might be bet- 
ter than a fare hike. The rate hike would 
cost those using the downtown Arlington 
Heights station and the Arlington Park 
station about $3 more on a monthly tick- 
et. 


The new hike, If approved, will be ef-

Arlington Heights was the only 
suburb to object formally to the rate In- 
crease at the ICC hearing In Chicago 
Thursday. 


SIEGEL SAID that although the vll-

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School records go public Wednesday 


Some officials believe students will suffer in long run

Parents across the nation will be able 


to walk Into their local school office and 
inspect their child's school record after a 
new federal law takes effect Wednesday.; 


Northwest suburban school files have 


been open to parents for years in keeping 
with a ruling of the Illinois Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. 


But some school officials are afraid the 


new law may tie the bands of teachers 
and counselors who make comments in 
the records. They may' become even 
more selective of the information they 
keep on students and information which 
could be used to help a student will no 
longer be recorded. 
' 


THE NEW LAW, which gives parents 


and students older than 18 the right to 
inspect records and request a bearingto 
chaDenge toe contents of the lecoids, 
was passed by Congress and signed into 


law by President Gerald Ford last Au- 
gust. Schools that don't comply could 
lose federal funds. 


•"We're looking at'it very closely," said 


William Sullivan, executive director of 
the Illinois Principals Assn. He said he 
has beard'that some states are advising 
school officials to go through student 
files and weed'out information that could 
be objectionable. Sullivan finds that ad- 
vice "unfortunate." 


The file is designed to help students, 


said Sullivan. "Why keep a cumulative 
file if H doesn't include everything? If it 
is important enough to put in there In the 
first place H shouldn't be taken out" 


"I feel the majority of the school dis- 


tricts have done a good Job of maintain- 
ing the school records over the years," 
said William Peterson, director-of the Il- 
linois Assn. of School Boards. 


PETERSON HAS A suggestion that 


may protect school districts and still in- 
clude helpful information in school 
records. If a school finds it beneficial to 
the students to make "subjective judg- 
ments" about family life, It should ask 
parents to sign reports containing the in- 
formation, be said. For instance, if the 
father is aa alcoholic and it affects the 
student's work in school, the school 
should ask the parents' consent before 
placing that information in the student's 
file. 


Potential libel suits against teachers 


are "one of my real concerns" ::bout the 
new law, said Curtiss Plott, executive 
secretary of the nitoois Education Assn. 
Comments made in student files could be 
taken out of context and .used by a par; 
ent who has "an axe to grind with a par- 
ticular teacber or counselor," he said.- -I

For the most part, however, Thompson 


got high marks ^credibility from the 
assembled businessmen and women, who

the U.S. Attorney's office, Thompson 
covered much of the same ground'that 
he has gone over In his other speeches. 


His remarks on voter apathy and distrust 
of public officials drew the most reac- 
tion.

the Nov. S general election, Thompson 
called on the audience to believe in pub- 
lic servants, but keep a watchful eye out 
for corruption. Work to keep the good 
ones in and kick the bad ones out in fu- 
ture elections, he said.

"The citizens am cran- 
ky, we're all sick to death of Watergate: , 
But'we have to sit back and take stock 
once in a while and remind ourselves 
that a lot of good people are serving. 
Many of them Tare leaving because 
they've been maligned with a sweep of 
the arm, others because people stayed 
home and didn't vote."

May be even two years 
Village realty tax at least year away

A village tax on the solo of real estate 


apparently will not be adopted In Hoff- 
man Estates for at least a year and pos- 
sibly two years. 


The proposed tax, which would bo up 


to arm-tenth per cent of the sale cost of 
property, has been set aside and likely 
wit! not bo resurrected for some time, 
Trustee William Cowin, chairman of the 
village board finance committee, said 
Thursday.

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School records go public Wednesday

Some officials believe students will suffer in long run

Parents across the nation will be able 


to walk into their local school office and 
Inspect their child's school record after a 
new federal law takes effect Wednesday. * 


Northwest suburban school files have 


been oper to parents for yean in keeping 
with a ruling of the Illinois Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. 
. 
; 


But some school officials are afraid the 


newjlaw may tie the bands of teachers 
and'Counselors who make comments in 
the records. They may become even, 
more 'selective'of the Information they 
keep on students and Information which 
could be used to help a student will no 
longer be recorded. 


THE NEW LAW. which gives parents 


and students older than 18 the right to 
inspect records and request a hearing to 
challenge the contents of the records; 
was passed by Congress and signed into 


law by President Gerald Ford last Au- 
gust- Schools that don't comply could 
lose federal funds. 


"We're looking at it very closely," said 


William Sullivan7 executive director of 
the niinqis Principals Assn. He said he 
has heard that some states are advising 
school officials to go through student 
files and weed out information that could 
be objectionable. Sullivan finds that ad- 
vice "unfortunate." 


The file is designed to help students, 


said Sullivan. "Why keep a cumulative 
file if it doesn't include everything? If it 
is important enough, to put in there in the 
first place tt shouldn't be taken out" 


"I feel.tne majority of the school dis- 


tricts bare done a good job of maintain- 
ing tfae school records over the years," 
said William Peterson, director of the Il- 
linois Assn. of School Boards. 


PETERSON HAS A suggestion that 


may protect school districts and still in- 
clude helpful information hi school 
records. If a school finds it beneficial to 
the students to make "subjective judg- 
ments" abouffamily life, it should ask 
parents to sign reports containing the In- 
formation, be said. For instance, If the 
father is an alcoholic and it affects the 
student's work in school, the school 
should ask the parents' consent before 
placing that Information In the student's 
file. 


Potential libel suits agalrst teachers 


are "one of my real concerns" about the 
new law, said Curtiss Plott, executive 
secretary of the Illinois Education Assn. 
Comments made in student files could be 
taken out of context and used by a par- 
ent who has "an axe to grind with a par- 
ticular teacher cr counselor," be said.

Village Pres. Russell Puzey has asked 


the board's financial committee to study 
the possibility of paying the village 
trustees and president for attending 
meetings and compensation for traveling 
expenses relating to village business. 


The committee is to make a recom- 


mendation to the board before the April 
1975-elections. Changes in village policy 
concerning village officials and trustees 
must be made before the election of new 
officials, Puzey said. 


The village's six trustees, the treasurer 


and the president receive no salary for 


their services, or any compensation for 
their travel expenses relating to village 
business. Municipal officials and trustees 
in other area suburbs are compensated 
by the municipality for their services. 


The village clerk Is paid $750 a month 


for services, car expenses and book- 
keeping expenses. 


Puzey said a "minimal salary" for the 


village trustees could come out of the In- 
verness tax monies and "should not in- 
crease the present tax rate in any way," 
he said. 


"I believe these jobs Involve a lot of 


time and hard work, and that there 
should be some compensation in It for 
the trustees and officials," Puzey said. 


Doyle was told to present written ques- 
tions for the railroad to answer In mak- 
ing his case against the fare Increase. 


OTHERS WHO SPOKE Included John 


Came, a Bellwood resident, who urged 
the railroad to eliminate free passes used 
by longtime North Western employes and 
to better police riders who dodge ticket 
collectors or ride further than their tick- 
ets allow. 


Carne, who praised the railroad other- 


wise, said he bad been commuting for 20 
years on the North Western. "We had 
steam engines and gaslights in some of 
the cars when I started commuting," he 
said, adding that fares have more than 
doubled since he began riding the trains. 


Susan K. Johnson of McHenry spoke on 


behalf of the McHenry County Commu- 
ters Assn. and asked the ICC to force the 
railroad to comply with an earlier order 
to upgrade tracks on the line to Wiscon- 
sin before allowing any fare increase.

Stigma of state hospitals may be reason 
Area admissions low to mental wards 


The stigma attached to state mental 


Institutions may be the reason for the 
low number of admissions to Elgin State 
Hospital from the Northwest suburb., a 
hospital official has said. 


Angolo Campagna, director of the 


north service center for Elgin State Hos- 
pital, told the Schaumburg Township 
Mental Health Board this week that only 
about three or four persons a month 
from the Elk Grove-Schaumburg town- 
ships area are admitted to the hospital. 


Campagna said the two-township figure 


was about on par with admission rates in 
areas from Highland Park through Ar- 
lington Heights and that the only high 
area of admission* In the northwest area 
was from Maine Township. He added 
that these admission statistics were low 
compared to a Lake County area near 
North: Chicago and Waukegan, where 
there may be as many as 25 or 30 admis- 
sions within a month.

township community demand It, then the 
hotline service will be expanded. If we 
are getting lots of calls for advice during 
hours-when a counselor is not around, 
then we will revise the hotline hours," 
thosaid. 


Mrs. Herman also plans to add more 


The 12 persons 
working the hotline, are "not enough to 
handle, the calls that pile In sometimes," 
shosaid. 


MIW. HERMAN ALSO feels that the 


referral Information and the advice 
being 'given can be improved. She will 
conduct training sessions in January for 
hotline workers on area social service 
agencies and on handling crisis calls. 


Mrs.' Herman has been coordinating 


tlie North Shore Help Line In Highland 
Park for the last year and feels that a 
hotline, "serves a very real need In a sub- 
urban community," she said. 


"Th* hotline Is a place where a teen can 


talk to someone about his very personal 
problems and not be worried that he has 
to face someone about them or give 
away his identity. When there's no one 
else to go to, he can talk freely and open- 
ly." sae said. 


Mrs. Herman would like to attract 


more teens Into the bureau for individual 
help. Many teens are "still very scared 
of coming in and facing people with their 
problems." she said. 


"Maybe, as teem and their parent* 


come to us with the same kinds of fami- 
ly breakdowns and problems, thny will 
begin to realize that they are very much 
likb other people In these suburbs who 
share the same problems," she said. 


THE DIRECTOR said he did not know 


the real reason for the low figure from 
the area, but noted that people may be 
taking their relatives to local hospitals 
for short-term care rather than to a state 
hospital. "There's a strong stigma still 
attached with state hospitals. "Some 
people will go through their life savings 
rather than send relatives to a state hos- 
pital." 


Jerry Warwak, mental health board 


chairman, said she was surprised at the 
low number of admissions from the area 
because there are so many young people 
habitually using drugs. 


Campagna said it Is difficult to "get a 


full handle" on the number of persons In 
the community actually suffering from 
mental health deficiencies. 


The board is attempting to find statis- 


tics to project a need for the township. 


Mrs. Warwak said coordination among 
various area health-care agencies appar- 
ently is needed. "Everyone expects that 
the other person Is doing it." 


CAMPAGNA SAID even as late as 1968 


there were still some wards at Elgin 
State Hospital, where patients -ran 
around naked without supervision and 
some sat In their own urine. But he noted 
the hospital has made many changes 
since then. He added that the facility, 
which has been criticized for doctor use 
of medication resulting in deaths, needs 
financial help and that doctors are now 
."gun shy" of using medication. 


The board discussed investigation of a 


need for a day hospital or halfway house, 
which would allow patients to work in 
the community and return at night for 
treatment. 


Campagna said the trend in the mental 


health field appeared headed in that di- 
rection. He explained that.the decision 
making of the last two state adminis- 
trations appeared to emphasize reducing 
state hospital populations.

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School records go public Wednesday 


Some officials believe students will suffer in long run

Parents across the nation will be able 


to walk into their local school office and 
inspect their child's school record after a 
new federal law takes effect Wednesday. 


Northwest suburban school files have 


been open to parents for years in keeping 
with a ruling of the Illinois Superintend-' 
ent of Public Instruction. 


But some school officials ore afraid the 


new law may tie the hands of teachers 
and counselors who make comments in 
the records. They may become even 
more selective of the information they 
keep on studentu and Information which* 
could be used to help a student will no 
longer be recorded. 


THE NEW LAW. which gives parents 


and students older than 18 the right to 
inspfct records and mjueet a bearing to 
duflenge the contacts of the words, 
was passed by Congress and signed into 


law by President Gerald Ford last Au- 
gust Schools that don't comply could 
lose federal funds. 


"We're looking at it very closely." said 


William Sullivan, executive director of 
the Illinois Principals Assn. He said he 
has heard that some states are advising 
school officials to go through student 
files and weed out information that could 
be objectionable, Sullivan finds that ad- 
vice "unfortunate." 
* 


The file is designed to help students, 


said Sullivan. "Why keep a cumulative 
me if it doesn't include everything? If it 
is important enough to put in there in the 
first place it shouldn't be taken out" 


"I feel the majority of the school dis- 


trkis'bave done * good job of maintain- 
ing tbe school records over the years," 
said Wfflfcm-Peteraon, director of the B- 


PETERSON HAS A CUggetboo that 


may protect school districts and still in- 
clude helpful information in school 
records. If a school finds it beneficial to 
the students to make "subjective judg- 
ments" about family life, it should ask 
parents to sign reports containing the in- 
formation, he-said. For instance, if the 
father is an alcoholic 'and it affects tbe 
student's work in school, tbe school 
should ask the parents' consent before 
placing that information in the student's 
file. 


Potential litel suits against teachers 


are "one of my real concerns" about tbe 
new law, said Curtiss Ptott, executive 
secretary of the Illinois Education Assn. 
Comment made in student files could be 
taken out of context and used by a par- 
ent who has "an axe to grind with a par- 
ticular teacher or cannetor," be said.

Residents in tho unincorporated areas 


and In the village will vote on a referen- 
dum next spring that will propose the 
expansion of tho library's current bound- 
aries to Include all of Palatine Township. 
The library's boundaries are the same as 
the village boundaries. If the referendum 
passes, unincorporated area residents 
will bo paying the present library tax 
rate beginning In 1975 and there will be 
no tax rate Increase for village residents. 


The boards last month reached an 


agreement on the makeup of the com: 
bined board an issue which had stalled 
merger talks for more than a month. The 
boards agreed there should be three 
members from the Palatine Park Dis- 
trict on the new five-member board. One 
rural park board member will have at 
least a two-year term and the fifth posi- 
tion will be filled in the April 1975 elec- 
tions.

THE PALATINE Park District board 


has decided that president James H. 
Jcnes and Comr. Paul W. Jensen will 
serve" bo the combined board until 1979. 
Palatine Park District Comr. Robert J. 
DeUamaria, will- serve until 1977. A pre- 
sent rural park district member, not yet 
chosen, ftko will serve until 1977. Waldon 
0: Degner, -Palatine Park District com- 
missioner, will serve until the April 1975 
election. 


Commissioners of both boards must 


approve a merger ordinance by at least 


a iwo-thirds vote. Tho merger is ex- 
pected to increase the tax rate of the 
rural district, which is now IB cents per 
4100 assessed valuation. The tax rate for 
Palatine Park District residents, is ex- 
pected to stay the same or decrease. 


The rural park district, which serves 


15,000 residents in the unincorporated 
areas of Palatine Township, has oper- 
ated'merely on paper for the past 25 
years to block annexation by other park 
districts and to keep taxes low. The pre- 
sent rural park district board was elect- 
ed in 1973, pledging to develop the park 
district's first facilities. • -

currently assistant

President, future... what? 


Rumsfeld Thursday came about as 


closo as he gets these days to getting 
b»ck to his old 13th Congressional Dis- 
trict, where he began his trek to the In- 
ner circles of power In the White House.

He visited Chicago to keep a speaking 


engagement before the Illinois Manufac- 
turers' Assn.', one which he said was 


made months before be was recalled to' 
the White House from his NATO post'— 
"back when my life was calm." 


ALTHOUGH SPOKEN of as one of 


Gerald Ford's closest advisers, Rumsfeld 
told an informal gathering of reporters 
that he had attempted to divorce himself 
from "substantive Issues" in White House 
policy, acting more as a personal aide to 
the President 


He did, however, reveal a couple of 


high-level decisions on current matters: 


• White House policies on nominations 


will be redesigned in light of the with- 
drawal of the name of Andrew Gibson as 
commissioner of the Federal Energy 
Commission. 


• Wednesday's attack on nationalists 


by the U.S. Embassy in Tokyo would not 
disrupt the President's visit to Japan, 
scheduled to begin Sunday. 


Rumsfeld consistently plays down his 


importance in the President's retinue. 
Asked if his title'was "special assistant 
to the President," he smiled wearily, 
"Just assistant to the President. There's 
nothing special about me." 


BUT WHEN ASKED if he aspired to a 


cabinet post, he rapped in a tone of half- 
amusement, half-anger, "I AM a mem- 
ber of the cabinet." 


At 42,Rumsfeld is clearly recognizable 


as the crew-cut, readily smiling former 
Navy lieutenant first elected in 1962 for 
congressman, from the North Shore and 
Northwest suburbs. A pair of steel-rim- 


med spectacles, a grayness of fatigue 
around the eyes, a noticeable loss of 
weight, all testify, however, to the strain 
of his job as White House chief of staff in 
the horning days of the Ford adminis- 
tration. 


It was a job he resisted. 
"I was happy doing what I was doing 


(as ambassador to NATO). The Atlantic 
Alliance is a very important thing and I 
enjoyed working to keep it viable." 


Besides, he added, "It's good to get out 


of Washington once In awhile." 


WHAT, THEN CHANGED his mind 


about taking over the White House Job he 
didn't want? "The President of the 
United States changed my mind. He said

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Panel weighs 2 plans 
for future library site 


by LYNN AS1NOF 


Mount Prospect's downtown commis- 


sion Thursday night promised a final rec- 
ommendation on the site for a new $3.2 
million public library by Dec. 2. 


To help reach a decision, the commis- 


sion has called for the development of 
two site plans to determine which loca- 
tion will best fit plans to revitalize the 
central business district 


The silo plans ore to bo based on a 


general concept for the downtown area 
developed by consulting firm Barton- 
Aschmon Associates, Inc. According to 
this concept, the downtown area would 
bo divided by Main Street Into two mail 
areas unified by shared parking facilities 
and similar usage. Tho slto plans will 
concentrate on the area east of Maine 
Street, which is being considered as a 
governmental and service area. 


ONE PLAN WILL be developed for the 


Central School site, Central Road and 
Main Street. Village board members 
have approved purchase of the 2.6-acre 
parcel for the library, and have indicated 
they will proceed with plans to use this 
site. 


A second site plan will be based on 


consultants' recommendations that the li- 
brary be located closer to the Mount 
Prospect State Bank building, which is 
soon to be converted to village adminis-

date by Barton-Aschman. A member of 
the library board, Anderson said he fa- 
vors the Central School location and does 
not think there Is adequate time to devel- 
op an alternate site. 


The commission will meet at 9 a.m. 


Saturday at the village hall, 112 E. 
Northwest Hwy., to begin work on the 
plan. Meetings are also planned for Tues- 
day and Thursday nights. Bennett said 
he hopes to have the consulting firms 
present at the Saturday meeting. 


BOLI urges parks to build sidewalks 


The River Trails Park District Thurs- 


day wis asked to spend $25,000 of a re- 
cent $370,000 federal grant to build side- 
walks In the northeast section of Mount 
Prospect. 


The park board was asked to put in 


sidewalks along Its property on Kensing- 
ton Road and Euclid Avenue by a 
spokesman for the Mount Prospect 
Board of Local Improvements. The 
request came at a special meeting called 
by the park board to give residents an 
opportunity to suggest ways to use the 
federal funds. 


BOLI is working on a plan to have 


sidewalks installed along Euclid Avenue 
and Kensington Road from River Road 
to the Randhurst Shopping Center on 
Elmhurst Road and along Wolf Road 
from Euclid Avenue to Central Road. 
The sidewalks would be a safety feature 
for children to walk from their homes to 
schools, parks and shopping. 


The sidewalk project is estimated to 


cost $250,000 with the village paying the 
largest shore. However, both the park 
district and the River'Trails School Dis- 
trict are being asked to contribute by 
paying for the sidewalks across their 
property. The spokesman said the proj- 


ect may not be possible without their co- 
operation. 


A bike trail alongside the sidewalks 


may be included also, he said. 


ONE SUGGESTION from the eight 


residents who attended the session was 
that the park district consider building a 
permanent outdoor ice skating rink 
which could double as a roller rink in the 
non-winter months. The current system 
of ground rinks gets only 22 to 30 days of 
skating each year, Park Director Marvin 
Weiss said. A rink as proposed could be 
used almost continually from November

erupts, fills 
classroom 
with smoke 


Rumble, rumble kaboom!! 
Smoke and ashes filled the air at 


Indian Grove School Wednesday as 
fourth-grade science students ex- 
ploded 52 miniature volcanoes as 
part of a classroom project. 


The. youngsters spent 
several 


weeks assembling the tiny Mount Ve- 
suvius from chicken wire, plaster of 
parts and newspapers. The eruption 
was courtesy of consultant Nick 
Rodes, who supplied capsules of am- 
m o n i u m magnesium dichromatc, 
manganese dioxide, glycerin and 
phosphorus. 


"It was a sight to behold," said 


teacher Doris Guglielmo. "You could 
almost hear the sound of the vol- 
canoes." 


"We wanted to introduce the con- 


cept that volcanoes erupted all over 
the world. This was the biggest, most 
dramatic thing we could think of," 
she added. 


The finished volcanoes were first 


displayed at the school's open house 
earlier this month. Mrs. Gugiielmo- 
said pupils took the burned out cones 
home as souvenirs. 


"The demonstration really made

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School records go public Wednesday 


Some officials believe students will suffer in long run

Parents across the nation will be able 


to w ilk into their local school office and 
inspect their child's school record after a 
new federal law takes effect Wednesday. 


Northwest suburban school files have 


been open to parents for years in keeping 
with a ruling of the Illinois Superintend- 
ent of Public Instruction. 


But some school officials are afraid the 


new law may tie the hands of teachers 
and counselors who make comments in 
the records. They may become even 
more selective of the information they 
keep on students and information which 
could be used to_belp a student will no 
longer be recorded. 


THE NEW LAW. which gives parents 


and students alder than 18 the right to 
inspect records and request a bearing to 
challenge the contents of the records, 
was passed by Congress and signed into 


law by President Gerald Ford last Au- 
gust. Schools that don't comply could 
lose federal funds. 


"We're looking at It very closely," said 


William Sullivan, executive director of 
the Illinois Principals Assn. He said he 
has heard that some states are advising 
school officials to go through student 
files and weed out information that could 
be objectionable. Sullivan finds that ad- 
vice "unfortunate." 


The Die is designed to help students, 


said Sullivan. "Why keep a cumulative 
file if it doesn't Include everything? If it 
is important enough to put in there to the 
first place it shouldn't be taken out" 


"I feel the majority of the school dis- 


tricts have dune a good job of maintain- 
ing the school records over the years," 
said William Peterww, director of the Il- 
linois Assn. of School Boards. 


PETERSON HAS A suggestion that 


may protect school districts and still in- 
clude helpful information in school 
records. If a school finds it beneficial to 
the students to make "subjective judg- 
ments" about family life, it should ask 
parents to sign reports containing the In- 
formation, he said. For instance, if ins 
father is an alcoholic and it affects the 
student's work in school, the school 
should ask the parents' consent before 
placing that information in the student's 
file. 


Potential libel suits against teachers 


are "one of my real concerns" about the 
new law, said Curtiss Plott, executive 
secretary of the Illinois Education Assn. 
Comments made in student flies could be 
taken out of context and used by a par- 
ent who has "an axe to grind with a par- 
ticular teacher or counselor," be said. 


Teacher? "shouldn't be writing any-

While the railroad does not expect to 


lose any riders because of the Increased

train last winter are not expected again. 


Fewer racing dates at Arlington Park 


Race Trade may also cut Into rldership, 
he said. Next year's Arlington Park rac- 
ing schedule has not been set by the Illi- 
nois Racing Board. 


In addition to opposition from Arling- 


ton Heights, the raikoad was challenged 
by one local resident, Robert F. Doyle, 
625 E. Rockwell St., Arlington Heights.

OTHERS WHO SPOKE included John

wise, said he bad been commuting for 20 
years on the North Western. "We had 
steam engines and gaslights in some of 
the cars when I started commuting," he 
said, adding that fares have more than 
doubled since he began riding the trains. 


Susan K. Johnson of McHenry spoke on 


behalf of the McHenry County Commu- 
ters Assn. and asked the ICC to force the 
railroad to comply with on earlier order 
to upgrade tracks on the lice to Wiscon- 
sin before allowing any fare increase. 


Her organization last spring sponsored 


a bicycle ride In which cyclists beat a 
North Western train on a run from 
McHenry to Richmond, M., by several 
minutes to dramatize "poor service" on 
the Lake Geneva line caused by improp- 
erly maintained tracks, she said. 


WILLIAM H. SILLS, vice president of

A group of parents who said they nro 


uptet with low student scores on stan- 
dardized tests questioned members of 
tho Wheeling-Buffalo Grove DLst. 21 
Board of Education Thursday night. 


The parents wanted to know why stu- 


dents are getting only average scores on 
nationwide tests In a community with 
above-averago Income, educational lev- 
els and educational resources. 


"1 think there's a failure some place 


when we come out with average scores— 
when you figure all the 'above average' 
we're putting Into the district," said Su- 
san Rose, a board member who agreed 
with the parents. 


According lo scores on tests taken last 


spring by DLst 21 students, the majority 
of students fall near the 50th percentiln,

Even higher food prices on horizon 


From United Preis International 


Americans were warned Thursday to 


brace themselves for even higher prices 
on food and goods, more unemployment 
and further erosion of wages because of 
inflation. 


And President Ford for the first time, 


in his own words, described the economic 
situation as a recession. 


In Las Vegas, Nev., Ford told realtors 


the nation's economic ills would be cured 
and called upon the American people to 
sacrifice for the national good. 


Ford told the convention of the Nation- 


al Association of Realtors that to combat 
Inflation and recession he had ordered 
$300 million In federal aid to help finance 
mortgages on existing houses. The mon- 
ey will come from $3 billion previously 
earmarked only for aiding the financing 
of new houses. 


The President said he will ask Con- 


gnsf to aid the recession-hit housing In- 
dustry by enacting proposals for financ- 
ing not only for single-family houses but 
for condominiums and rental housing. 
Further, he sold he is asking Congress to 
make ft easier to get mortgages by let- 
ting banks and thrift Institutions "com- 
pete more effectively during periods of 
high interest rates." 


In Phoenix, last night, Ford said the 


economy >has turned the corner in the 
fight against inflation and predicted that 
while the recession will worsen, the na- 
tion faces nothing like the Great Depres- 
sion of the 1930s. 


Surveys have shown that many Ameri- 


cans fear that the nation Is headed for 
another depression, but Ford said the 
worry Is needless because of "excellent 
safeguards" built into the economy that 
did not exist In the 1930s. 


Meantime, newly released government 


and industrial indicators showed the na- 
tion was slipping deeper into the un- 
precedented economic paradox of sour- 
ing inflation and severe recession at the 
same time. 


The Labor Department said the whole- 


sale price Index rose 2.3 per cent last 
month, signaling higher consumer prices 
in tho weeks ahead. The increase U sig- 
nificantly higher than the modest 0.1 in- 
crease in October, which led to hopes in- 
flation was lessening. 


Leading the rise in October were 


prices for a number of food items, push- 
Ing to 56.4 per cent the increase on an 
annual basis. Wholesale prices last 
month were 70 per cent higher than in 
the base year of 1967. 


The Commerce Department said In- 


creases In wages, salaries and other 
forms of Income slowed In October to 0.7 
per cent, about half the monthly rise in 
consumer prices. 


At the same time, the department said 


manufacturing and trade inventories 


rose in September to $4.5 billion from 
$4.4 billion in August, Indicating that pro- 
duction continues to outstrip sales and 
that businesses had not yet begun whole- 
sale retrenchment Retail sales fell 1 per 
cent. 


Thousands more autoworkers were giv- 


en pink slips Thursday as the number of 
persons on indefinite or temporary layoff 
in the autn industry rose to 82,449. Lay- 
offs of thousands of workers In other in- 
dustries were announced as well. 


Congress should 'fish or 
cut bait* on Rocky: Ford 


PHOENIX (UPI) — President Ford 


said Thursday it is time for Congress to 
"fish or cut bait" on Nelson A. Rockefel- 
ler's nomination as vice president, and 
urged a new law or constitutional amend- 
ment to speed up vice presidential.con- 
firmations. 


In a speech and questioning session at 


the convention of the Society of Profes- 
sional Journolists-Slgma Delta Chi, Ford 
declared that Congress should act now on 
Rockefeller's nomination. 


The President also declared that Chair- 


man George Brown of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff should not be fired for having made 
"one mistake" In commenting on the ex- 
tent of Jewish influence In the United 
States. 


He also reiterated his belief that he 


was right in pardoning former President 
Nixon when he did, and granting amnes- 
ty to draft evaders. 


On the Rockefeller Issue, Ford sug- 


gested that Congress have a deadline set 


in which to confirm a vice president. He 
added: "I am as convinced as evei that 
Gov. Rockefeller is the right man for the 
job, and I am anxious to have him as a 
working partner In the government" 


In Washington, the nomination hear- 


ings continued Thursday as Senate GOP 
Whip Robert P. Griffin accused Demo- 
crats of "dilly-dallying" on the con- 
firmation because they fear Rockefeller 
\vould be "too good a vice president." 


Former Supreme Court Justice Arthur 


J Goldberg indicated Thursday he was 
not satisfied 
with Rockefeller's ex- 


planation of his role in publishing on 
anti-Goldberg book. But he said .t was up 
to Congress, not himself, to pass judg- 
ment on Rockefeller's qualifications to 
be vice president. 


Goldberg said he was concerned about 


the book's "concealed source, inspiration 
and financing," adding that the Incident 
should be judged both by the new Water- 
gate morality and by "traditional moral- 
ity."

Arlington Heights trustees are mixed 


In their reaction to the proposal to ex- 
pand the Memorial Library onto the site 
of (be cultural center, 400 N. Dunton St 


Llbrtry officials reiterated their inter- 


est In (he Dunton site at a meet- 
ing with the village trustees this week. 
The library has plans (or a three-phase 
addition to the present building, and one 
phase Includes a 500-seat lecture-theater- 
auditorium.

Meanwhile, the cultural commission 


has made Uttlo progress In the past few 
months toward raising $25,000 to pay {or 
architectural drawings of the cultural 
center. The center has been in various 
stages of planning and discussion since 
1982, but the failure of recent fund-rais- 
ing efforts has led several commission 
members to believe the cultural center Is 
a dead Iwtie for now. 


SEVERAL VILLAGE trustees, con-

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Parents quiz board 
on 'low' test scores 


A group of parents who said they are 


upset with low student scores on stan- 
dardized tests questioned members of 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 
Board of Education Thursday night 


The parents wanted to know why stu- 


dents are getting only average scores on 
nationwide tests in a community with 
above-average income, educational lev- 
els and educational resources. 


"I think there's a failure some place 


when we come out vith average scores— 
when you figure all the 'above average* 
we're putting into the district," said Su- 
san Rose, a board member who agreed 
with the parents. 
' ' 


According to scores on tests taken last 


spring by Dist. 21 students, the majority 
of students fall near the 50th percentile, 
which is considered the average level na-' 
tionwide. 


THE SCORES SHOWED students lag- 


ged about a month behind the levels of 
students tested in the same grade the 
previous year. Fifth and sixth grade stu- 
dents showed below-average scores. Both 
grades scored low in math and six gra- 
ders scored low In reading com- 
prehension and language skills. Scores in 
other grades were average or above. 


Supt. Kenneth Gill said the district is 


trying to determine why the student 
scores are only at the average level. 


Richard Wynn, special education direc- 


tor, said teachers are receiving a list 
showing how students are doing on the 
tests. Strengths and weaknesses can be 
Identified through the list and teachers 
can work to help students improve their 
skills. 


Before the meeting, one woman said 


she came to understand how her son 
could get a satisfactory grade in reading 
but only rank in the second percentile In 
reading skills on the Iowa test, a stan- 
dardized test used by Dist 21. 


She criticized the district's grading 


system because grades do not compare 
students with the rest of their class. 
Grades are given on the basis of the stu- 
dent's individual performance, not his 
performance in comparison with other 
students. ' 


The woman, who refused to identify 


herself, said teachers are reluctnat to 
compare students, which makes it diffi- 
cult for parents to know where they can 
help. 


Another woman, who also refused to 


Identify herself, said before the meeting 
that she wanted to know which subject 
areas that Dist 21 students are having 
trouble with and what the district is 
doing to help. Others questioned the va- 
lidity of the standardized tests in mea- 
suring student skills.

More youth programs on their ivay 


Margaret E. Herman, newly appointed 


director of the Regional Youth Services 
Bureau, plans to expand the bureau's 
health service to a full-time counseling 
and referral program. 


The 25-year-old Highland Park woman 


was appointed as the bureau's first direc- 
tor by the right-member Regional Youth 
Services board. Mrs. Herman will corordl- 
nate the regional hotline and health ser- 
vices out of The Bridge Youth Services 
office, 4W4 E. Northwest Hwy., Pala- 
tine. 


The Regional Youth Service Bureau 


was formed earlier this year when Pala- 
tine, Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships, agreed to support it with $19,000 in 
revenue-sharing funds annually. 


The bureau's health service will be one 


way Mrs. Herman plans to get more 
teens into the center to talk out prob- 
lems. The health service presently offers 
a part-time pregnancy counselor who 
works on weekday afternoons. A full- 
time health-care worker will begin In 
January, counseling teens on health 
problems and developing a community 
health education program. 


THE PROGRAM is intended to inform 


parents and teens about pregnancy and 
venereal disease. Discussion groups and 
I n d i v i d u a l counseling sessions, will 
"hopefully bring teens and parents to- 
gether to talk openly about health prob- 
lems, and to learn about them," Mrs. 
Herman said. 


Potty per cent of the teens who call the 


hotline inquire about health problems. A 
majority of the remainder deal with fam- 
ily problems, she said. 


The hotline nervice, at 339-7490, Is oper- 


ated by volunteer workers and profes- 
sional counselors from 2 to 10 p.m. Mon- 
day through Friday. An answering ser- 
vice takes calls 24-hours a day seven 
days a week. Mrs. Herman would like to 
expand the hotline service by operating 
It throughout the week. 


"If the teens and parents in the three-

township community demand it, then the 
hotline service will be expanded. If we 
are getting lots of calls for advice during 
hours when a counselor is not around, 
then we will revise the hotline hours," 
she said. 


Mrs. Herman also plans to add more 


volunteers In December. The 12 persons 
working the hotline, are "not enough to 
handle the calls that pile in sometimes," 
she said. 


MRS. HERMAN ALSO feels that the 


referral information and the advice 
being given can be improved. She will 
conduct training sessions in January for 
hotline workers on area social service 
agencies and on handling crisis calls. 


Mrs. Herman has been coordinating 


the North Shore Help Line in Highland 
Park for the last year and feels that a 
hotline "serves a very real need in a sub- 
urban community," she said.

"The hotline is a place where a teen can 
talk to someone about his very personal 
problems and not be worried that he has 
to face someone about them or give 
away his identity. When there's no one 
else to go to, he can talk freely and open- 
ly," she said.

help. Many teens are "still very scared 
of coming in and facing people with their 
problems," she said.

Road which was opened completely to 
traffic Thursday between Elmhurst Road 
and 111.

The opening of Dundee Road brings to 


an end the long-standing headache 
caused motorists inconveniencee by 
roadwork since 1972. 


Ronald Kennedy, a state engineer, said 


Thursday the use of some $10,000 for 
landscaping the medians in Buffalo 
Grovo has been approved by state offi- 
cial*.

Under the agreement, the state will fi- 


nance sodding and the planting of 45 bon- 
cylorust trees while the village will be 
responsible for any landscaping beyond 
that and all maintenance. 


A MEDIAN DESIGN, workml out in a 


compromise between village officials and 
community business leaders, calls for al- 
ternating sections of landscaped and 
mountable dividers on Dundee Road. 


Kennedy said the landscaping funds 


became available as a result of the com- 
promise because the state was not re- 
quired to pour costly asphalt medians 
along the entire 2-mile stretch in Buffalo 
Grove. 


.Village officials and local merchants 


had been feuding for some •time over 
what type of medians should be installed 
rnong the rejuvinated roadway. 


Officials viewed the plantable medians 


as a means of beautifying the village but 
businessmen were afraid such dividers 
would hamper access to their stores and 
shops. 


Kennedy said planting and sodding is 


to take place next spring. 


Edwin GUlen, also a state engineer, es- 


timated it would be another two weeks 
before permanent traffic signals are in- 
stalled on Dundee Road. 


Signals are to be, put in at the Arling- 


ton Heights, Buffalo Grove and Schoen- 
beck Road intersections. 
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
